Treasurer of the local League.

THE VACANCY IN THE CABINET. 


Pebainailplpiieetiee 
POLITICIANS IN WASHINGTON MAKING ALL 
SORTS OF GUESSES. 

Wasurncton, March 27.—The politicians 
who linger about the Capitol are exercising 
their minds a good deal to find a man whom 
they regard as a proper successor to the late 
Postmaster-General Howe. Should the Presi- 
dent heed their advice, he would not have to 
wait an hour before filling the vacancy. As it 
is, he has scarcely considered the subject, and 
certainly has asked the advice of none of the 
men who are so anxious to help him reach a 
conclusion. It is ascertained from a 


‘very good source, that Mr. Chauncey I. Fil- 


ley has had no reason to believe, from 
any assurances he has received, that he may 
hope to be appointed. The place will goto a 
Western man, according to the positive state- 
ment of a gentleman who is in a position to be 
correctly informed, but further than that even 
the President is unable to make any affirma- 
tive predictions. A story that Senator Ma- 
hone has urged the nomination of Mr. John 
Paul, recently taken from Congress to be a 
United States Judge, has no foundation in 
fact, if the denial of a Virginia gentle- 
man who is an acquaintance of toth 
the Senator and Mr. Paul is correct. First 
Assistant Postmaster-General Frank Hatton, 
is considered by many Post Office Department 
officers snd employes, as having the best 
chance for the place, and the theory of promo- 
tion in the civil service is invoked to justify 
the advancement of the man who, as the 
editor of the Administration organ, has per- 
mitted a good deal of ridicule to be directed 
to the cause of civil service reform. It is 
suggested here, that a failure to advance Mr. 
Hatton, would a conspicuous failure to practice 
the civil service ideas to which the Presi- 
dent is committed. There appears to be no 
other reasons for naming ex-Senator Windom 
in connection with the place, except that his 
ability is well known, and that he has been 
known as one of those Republicans who rather 
favored the Grant wing of the party in 1880. 
An evening paper publishes a list of persons 
‘“‘mentioned’”’ for the office, and it includes 
not only ex-Secretary Kirkwood, of lowa: 
Benjamin Butterworth and H. 8. Neal, of 
Ohio; John C. New, of Indiana; Chauncey IL. 
Filley and &. T. Van Horn, of Missouri; 
Horace F. Page, of California; ex-Senator 
Thomas W. Ferry, of Michigan, andex-Senator 
Jobn H. Mitchell, of Oregon, but George M. 
Robeson, of New-Jersey: C. H. Joyce, of Ver- 
mont, and several other Eastern men whose 
names were easily thought of, but which are 
not likely to be generally regarded as those of 
available or desirable persons for the office. 
The President will take time to consider the 
matter carefully before making and naming 


his choice.

A PROHIBITION VICTORY. 


DECISION IN LOCKPORT AGAINST THE USURP- 
ING EXCISE COMMISSIONERS. 

Lockport, N. Y., March 27,—Txre Tres of 
Feb. 10 contained a summary of the pnoeints upon 
the trial before Judge Lewis of the action of The 
People ex rel. Hubbell, Storrs, and Fergason 
against McCollum and Balcom, to oust defendants 
from the office of Commissioners of Excise of the 
city of Lockport. The relators had been legally 
elected by a clear majority at the city election in 
April, 1882. They were pledged against the grant- 
ing of any license whatever. The defendants with 
William S. Wright were the board then in office, 
and conniving with the powertul liquor interest of 


the city and standing upon the most frivolous tech- 
nicalities they refused to surrender the office, con- 
tinued to act, and granted ali the licenses asked 
for under whieh liquor and beer has since been 
sold in Lockport. Mr. Wright refused to counte- 
nance or take partin these proceedings and with- 
drew from the usurping board. The decision of 
Judge Lewis was filed to-day, by which the right of 
the relators to the oftiee is established and the de- 
fendants are fined $250 for their illegal acts. Some 
parts of the opinion are very severe as to the con- 
duct of the defendants. 

The Judge says: “The people of the city of 
Lockport by their ballots determined that they 
svould confide in the relators the important duties 
of Excise Commissioners for 1882. They wished 
them and not the defendants to determive whether 
any or what licenses should be granted for tnat 
year to sell strong and spirituous liquors and beer 
in their city. * * * I have no evidence before 
me as to the views of the relators upon the ques- 
tion of granting licenses. Itis enough to know 
that a majority of the electors of the city had 
by their baliots decided that they wished the rela- 
tors totake charge of that important branch of 
the City Gevernment, and that they have been 
defrauded of thelr rights by the captions and un- 
lawful acts of the defendants. The defendants 
during one night heard and passed upon some 73 
applications for licenses, and that after they had 
been notified that the relators were entitled to ex- 
ercise the funetions of the office. * * * Why 
such haste’ Ican come to but one cenclusion. 
They feared thatif the relators were permitted to 
discharge the duties of Excise Commissioners they 
would not grant all, or perhaps any, of the licenses 
for which applications had been made. They 
were guilty of a great wrong, not only to the peo- 
ple at large, but to the persons to whom they as- 
sumed to grant licenses. They received from 
them money for licenses they had no right to 
grant.” 

The opinion then directs judgment for Sthe 
plaintiffs with costs and a fine of $250 upon the 
defendants. This decision is the most important 
point yet scored by the temperance people in the 
warfare over the liquor question inthis city. It 
confirms Commissioners Storrs and Hubbell, a ma- 
jority of the board, in their title to the office of 
Commissioners of Excise, the one for two years to 
come, the other for one year. Commissioner Fur- 
gason’s term expires next month, and his successor 
will be elected at the city eleetion April 9; but 
whoever may take his place the Prohibitionists 
have a majority of the board for the coming year, 
and after next May there will not be a person 
licensed to sell liquor or beer in Lockport, either at 
hotels or saloons. The resuits of this practical pro- 
hibition ina city like Lockport. which at this mo- 
ment bas probably more drinking places than any 
town of its size inthe State, will be awaited with 
curiosity and interest. The Prohibitionists are 
aware that the battle is but just begun, but of 
eourse are highly elated by this decision.

A REPORTER ARRESTED.

Officer 
Bolton, while en route to the station- 


house with the prisoner stopped at several places. 
Woodward showed no disposition to escape until 
they had gotto Market-street, when he suddenly 
turned and struck Bolton, felling him to his knees. 
Woodward then turned and ran swiftly down the 
street. The officer recovered and gave chase. He 
fired {cur snots in the air in order to attract atter- 
tion, and officers hearing the shots hustened to 
the scene of action and seon had Woodward 
reeaptured. He was taken to the station-house 
and subsequently removed to the jail to await the 
arrival of the St. Louis authorities.

Woodward came here a few months since 
and went on the reportorial force of the 
American, and in this position he remained until 
two weeks ago, when he left the city in company, it 
is said, with John Williamson, who was arrested 
soon after in St. Louis with a bag of gold-plated 
nickeis. From different pxrties it was ascertained 
that Woodward knew al! about the telecrams 
that passed between here and St. Louis. and when 
told be was suspected of complicity with William- 
son treated the matterasa joke, and spoke very 
corniidently of his ability to prove his innocence.

SUING 7HE CREDIT MOBILIER. 
POINTS INVOLVED IN THE S8UIT BROUGHT 
BY THE UNION PACIFIC. 

Boston, March 27.—The case of the Union 
Pacific against the Crédit Mobilier was before the 
full bench ef the Supreme Court to-day, with the 
exception of the Chief-Justice and Judge Coburn, 
who take no part in the proceedings, as thefare in- 
terested in the Union Pacifie as holders of its 
bonds. Arguments were heard on the billin equity 
brought by the railroad company against the Crédit 
Mobilier for an injunction to restrain the latter 
from prosecuting a suit at law against the former 


to recover a balance due for the constructien of 
246 miles of the road. The amount involved is 
$2,263,720 13. The railroad was represented by 
Sidney Bartlett and the construction company by 
William G. Russell and George Putnam. 

The matter has already been heard by a Master 
onits merits. The testimeny at that time showed 
these facts: When the enterprise which led to the 
building of the Pacific Road was projected, the 
contract for building the first 100 miles was award- 
ed to Herbert M. Hoxie, of New-York, a friend of 
Thomas C. Durant, the Vice-President of the Union 
Pacific corporation at that time. As Mr. 
Hoxie was unabie to carry out the terms of his 
coutract, he made an assignment of it to the Crédit 
Mebilier of America, which was a corporation 
chartered in Pennsylvania; really, as is now well 
known, a syndicate ot capitalists, many ef whom 
were interested in the Union Pacific. The unfin- 
ished portion of Mr. Hoxie’s work was thereupon 
completed by the Crédit Mobilier, and 146 miles 
additional. When the work was completed the 
balance in favor of the Crédit Mobilier was ascer- 
tained by a committee consisting of Mr. Sherman, 
the Government Director, and Messrs. Dillon, Macy, 
and Duff. At about this time the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania brought suit against the Crédit 
Mobilier for income tax ullezed to be due, and in 
the lower court judgment was entered in favor of 
the Commonwealth. The Crédit Mobilier appealed, 
and the Union Pacific, as surety for it, gave its 
note for $2,000,000, which, after the termination of 
the suit, was to be applied toward settling the ac- 
count between the two. In 1873, for the first time, 
the Union Pacific, thronzh its board of manage- 
ment, contested the clatm of the Crédit Mobilier. 
It was held that the original contract, although 
purporting to have been made by Hoxie, was really 
made in ths interest of Thomas C. Durant,fand thus 
the contract was rendered void. The charge was 
made also that the estimsted cost per mile by the 
engineer who made the preliminary surveys was 
$38,000, an’ that the contract price as paid Hoxie 
was $50,000 per mile. 

The position taken by the Crédit Mobilier is that 
whatever may have been the original fault of 
Hoxie by his conneclion with Durant, it was cured 
by proceedings in the Spring of 1865, when Hoxie 
assigned the contract to the Crédit Mobilier, and 
the Union Pacific Company, having accepted the 
same, wasin law bound by the terms of the con- 
tract. In answer to the charge concerning the dif- 
ference between the engineer’s estimate and the 
contract price paid, the Crédit Mobilier says that, 
after the preliminary surveys were made, the con- 
sulting engineer, Mr. Seymour, came to the conclu- 
sion that it was best to have the ruling grade 50 
feet per mile instead of 80 feet as previosly 
agreed upon, and as this invelved a much 
larger cost, Mr. Hoxie’s contract of $50,000 
per mile was based upon this change. It is also 
claimed that the Union Pacific Company has no 
ecuitable standing in this suit, as the Only parties 
who were ever injured by the secret ownership of 
the contract were the holders of 2,000 shares of the 
stock of the Union Pacifie Company, ail of which 
were subsequently acquired by the Crédit Mobilier, 
except 13 shares, which have been unclaimed for 
18 years, and for which no owner can be found. A 
still turther legal point relied upon is that the 
Union Pacific Company has been guilty of gross 
laches In not bringing its suit before so many years 


had elapsed. 
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A CHILD ON THE WITNESS STAND. 
THE TRIAL OF ‘‘ BROTHER FRANK’”’ FOR AN 
OUTRAGEOUS ASSAULT. 

BurraLo, March 27.—The work of getting a 
jury for the trial of Thomas Waldron was eom- 
pleted in the Court of Over and Terminer to-day. 
Waldron is the Christian brother known as 
‘*Brother Frank,”’ who has been the head of St. 
Joseph’s Catholic College in this city, and who is 
under indictment for assault on Hattie Carr, a girl 
of 6 years. Great care was taken in selecting 
jurymen. Every member of a church, whether 
Catholic or Protestant, was objected to, and the 


result 1s a jury of noa-churchmen. The court-room 
was crowded to suffocation, a force of six policemen 
being: unable to keep the crowd out. After the 
case had been opened two or three witnesses were 
examined who knew some of the circumstances ef 
the alleged assault. Oneof these was Maggie Ban- 
nerman, a girl of 8years, who was with Hattie 
Carr when Waldron entieed her to the college with 
candy. Witness was left in the reception-room, 
while Waldron took Hattie to the President’s pri- 
vate room. After the circumstances had all been 
recounted Hattie Carr was called to the stand. 
She is pretty, and proved to be bright and 
a good witness. She related the eircumstances 
precisely as the other witnesses had related them, 
and then proeeeded to tell what eccurred after 
Waldron took her to his private room. Her man- 
ner was simple and dircet, and her storv of out- 
rage impressed the spectators as truthful. The 
counsel for the defense cross-questioned her at 
great length and very sharply, causing her repeat- 
edly to burst into tears, but her story was un- 
shaken. When asked what her mother had told 
ker to testify, she said she had teld her to teil 
nothing but the truth. Waldron appeared in court 
with a beok in his hand, which he tried to read at 
times, but he manifested an intense interest in the 
testimony. While Hattio Carr was on the stand he 
Was seen several times to nod and shake his heed 
at her, and the girl seemed afraid of him. After 
the little girl had eoncluded her story her mother 
took the stand, and the court soon after adjourned.

TEN YEARS FOR KILLING AN OLD LADY. 

St. Louis, March 27.—The murder case of 
Russell Brown and Patrick McGlew came to a sud- 
den termination in the Criminal Court to-day by 
the court changing front and allowing the prison- 
ers to enter a plea of guilty to the charge of man- 
slaughter. Mrs. Dorris, the grandmother of Rus- 
seil Brown, met with her death at his and Meoe- 
Glew’'s hands, they choking her to death in an at- 


tempt to secure her jewelry. Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Jones argued in favor of the aeceptance of 
their plea on the ground that there was no premedi- 
tation and henee they could not be convicted of a 
higher crime. The counsel for the defendants 
entered the plea of guilty, and on Mr. Jones stat- 
ing that sentence of 10 years in the penitentiary 
would be sufficient punishment, the court imposed 
that sentence, with the cost of proseeution, on 
Brown and McGlew. After the sentence had been 
imposed, Capt. Brown. the father of Ruesell Brown. 
burst into tears, and a very affecting scene ensued 
between father and son.

guilty. The prisoners were then transferred to 
the jail to await removal! to Jefferson City. 
BANK INDICTMENTS ABANDONED. 

TRENTON, March 27.—In the United States 
Court to-day, in the matter of the indictment 
against certain Directors of the First National 
Bank, of Newark, found at the June term of 1881, 
the Distriet Attorney stated that since the last 
term all the depositors ef the bank had been paid 
in full, and all the stockholders had agreed toa 
settlement proposed on behalf of the Directers, so 
that all claims against the bank had been ad- 
justed through the Directors charged in the 
indictment; that the proofs had not dis 
closea any actual participation in the frauds 
by the Directors, or that they derived 
personal profit from the ruin of the bank, and that, 
under these circumstances, be had requested the 
Attorney-General to authorize him te ask leave to 
enter a nolle prosequi; that the matter was left to 
his discretion by the Department of Justice, and 
in the exercise of such discretion he now moved 
the court for leave to enter a oolle prosegui on the 
indictment, which was ordered.

DUKES DOES NOT APPEAR. 
TESTIMONY IN HIS CASE TAKEN BY THE 
HGUSE COMMITTEE, 

HARRISBURG, March 27.—The sub-commit- 
tee of the House Judiciary General Committee, to 
which was committed the task of inquiring into 
the right of N. L. Dukes, of Fayette County, 
to a seat in the House, held a meeting this 
evening at 5 o’clock. The witnesses examined 
were Boland, Sergeant-at-Arms; Meek, Chief 
Clerk of the House, and State Treasurer Bailey. 
Dukes did not appear, and Cashier M. H. Bowman, 
of the National Bank of Uniontowa, who will 
identify Dukes's handwriting, failed to reach the 
city in time for to-day’s meeting of the com- 


mittee because of a railroad aceident. He will 
be here to-morrow. Boland said he went to Union- 
town to serve the notice of the eommittee upon 
Dukes. Failing to find him In the town, he served 
the notice on UW. J. Jennings, proprietor of the 
Jennings Hotel, which Dukes made hishome. He 
was told by Jennings that Dukes had boarded 
at the Jennings House for eight years, 
and that that house was Dukes’s last permanent 
place of residence. The Sergeant-at-Arms re-en- 
forced this statement by consulting the assess- 
ment list in the County Commissioner’s office at 
Uniontown, on which he found Dukes’s name. Mr. 
Boland brought with him a certifieate frem the 
Clerk to the Commissioners to the effeet that 
Dukes was assessed in Uniontown as an attorney 
at law. 

The fact of the service of the votice to Dukes at 
his place of residence having been thus estab- 
lished, Dukes’s name was called. To this call there 
Was no response. Chief Clerk Meek, carry- 
ing the book containing the signatures 
of the members of the House to the 
oath of office, testitied to the fact that Dukes was 
declared by the House to bave been duly elected a 
member, and that he had not presented himself for 
qualification and had given no reason for his fail- 
ure to de so. 

State Treasurer Silas M. Bailey, wno lives at 
Uniontown and is one of Capt. Nutt’s Executors, 
stated that he was present at the trial of Dukes 
for the murder of Capt. Nutt and had 
read the letters from Dukes to his victim. 
The letters he placed in the hands of 
Mr. Amerman, Chairman of the Committee, in 
order that they might go on the record. The let- 
ters were read by Mr. Furth, of the committee, a 
task which occupied over 20 minutes of the 
hour spent by the committee in session to- 
day. At the cenclusion of the reading Bailey 
was asked if there was not a third letter 
from Dukes to Capt. Nutt. He said there was, 
and that it was in bis possession, and that al- 
though the family did not wish to have it made 
public, yet if the committee insisted on having it he 
would give it to them. He said he also had a 
eopy of the reply written by Capt. Nutt to Dukes’s 
first letter. 

The committee then adjourned until 9 o’clock 
to-morrow, when the third letter from Dukes will 
be examined by the committee, but not made pub- 
lic, The letter from Capt. Nutt to Dukes will also 
be taken into consideration at the session 
of the committee. It is understood this 
third letter is largely composed of quota- 
tions from Miss Nutt’s letters to Dukes, 
harmless in themselves, but going to show ber 
love for him. It is understood that the final action 
of the sub-committee will be the adoption of a 
report declaring Dukes’s seat vacant. This report 
will be accepted by the full committee and by the 
Hiouse also.

SUICIDE OF A CONVICT. 
FOUND HANGING BY A NOOSE MADE FROM A 
LINEN SHIRT. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 27.—Early this morn- 
ing, after the guards who patrol the corridors of 
the Eastern Penitentiary all night had been re- 
lieved, a convict, Charles Deckert, calling himself 
Frank Mishler, was found dead in his cell hang- 
ing by the neck from a gas-bracket. Deckert hung 
in view of Keepers Thomas Haney and Marvin 
Root, who had passed and repassed the door many 
times during the night 
which a full view of the interior of the cell can 
always be had. The dead man was standing with 
one fovt upon the floor and the other elevated 


uponthe sink. A linen noose several feetlong was 
fastened to the bracket and loosely adjusted@about 
his neek. To effect strangulation he had to Jean 
forward, his faee being marked with whitewash 
from the cell wall against which it was tenaciously 
pressed. His death had apparently been very slow 
and painful. Deckert was about 31 years old,a 
native of Prussia, with dark hair and complexion, 
und a huge, brutal bead, such as marked the mur- 
derer Probst. 

His death was the climax of a life of self-willed 
independence and idleness. He was sent to school 
for !2 yearsin Germany, but never learned a trade. 
It has been learned from correspondence with his 

sarents that he committed a crime which caused 

is flight to America, where he became one of a 
numerous band of thieves that infested Lebanon, 
Lancaster, and Berks Counties. He had never 
made any threats against his life, but had violent 
outbreaks of temper while incarcerated. On 
Wednesday last, during a paroxysm of rage, he 
tore un his bedclothing, took apart his bedstead, 
and flung everything into the corridor. Deckert 
had oo ye that the prison shirts irritated his 
skin, and was permitted to wear linen undershirts. 
He took one of theseshirts te make the fatal noose.

BONDED WHISKY IN CANADA. 
NO OBJECTIONS TO THE PROPOSED MODIFI- 
CATION OF THE DOMINION LAWS. 
WASHINGTON, Mareh 27.—Judge French, 
acting as Secretary of the Treasury, has ad- 
dressed a letter to the Secretary ef State on the 
subject of the proposed modification of Canadian 
regulations in regard to the importation of 
bonded whisky from the United States. Judge 
French says that the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue and bimself are agreed that, inasmuch 
as thé right of exportation into Canada without 
payment of tax is guaranteed by law and not sub- 
ject to the discretion of the Treasury Department, 
that department would have no objections to such 
modifications of Canadian regulations as would 


permit the importation into the Dominion of whis- 
ky in packages of 20 gailons and upward. The 
Secretary of State is requested to communicate 
this view to the Canadian Government. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 27.—Great interest 
is felt here in the result of the interview of the 
United States whisky distillers’ delegation with 
the Government to-day. J.T. Pratt, of Louisville, 
Ky.. Secretary of the National Distillers’ 
Association of the United States, who is here 
representing American interests, as a result 
of an interview with the Government 
to-day, is sanguine ef having accomplished his 
mission—that is, the Dominion Government will 
establish bonding warehouses at certain points in 
Canada for the accommodation of American 
liquors exported to Canada. It 1s a well-known 
fact that the Canadian Government will not be a 
party to enabling whisky-distillers to evade 
the payment of the legitimate duty whieh 
Congress bas called upon them to pay or forfeit 
their goods. The law in Canada, as it now exits, 
precludes the importation of Ameriean spirits in 
packages of less than 100 gallons, uoless in bettles. 
The Canadians positively refuse to modify their 
Custom regulations to meet the requirements of 
the United States whisky ring, whose money failed 
at Washington, and whose coin is reported to have 
been proffered here without success.

Senigallia 
REVOLUTIONIZING THE NEW-YORK 
SCHOOL SYSTEM. 

MR. MURPHY’S BILL REFERRED BACK TO 
COMMITTEE—THE PRESS GAG BILL 
CRUSHED—TWO IRVING HALL MEASURES. 


ALBANY, March 27.—The unwillingness of 
Democrats to allow a full, fair, and free discussion 
of the merits of civil service reform was illustrated 
this morning in the Assembly when Mr. Howe at- 
tempted to have some action taken on the Pendle- 
ton bill, now buried somewhere in general orders. 
It seems as if the Democrats were determined to 
adjoura without taking any notice of this impor- 
tant question. The bill would never have been 
gotten out of the Judiciary Committee but for the 
fact that a Democratic member of the committee, 
Mr. Miller, who had a civil service commission bill 
of his own to look after, joined with the Republi- 
cans, and thus by a single effort both his bill and 
the Pendleton bill were lifted out of the quagmire 
in which a Demoeratic majority of the committee 
desired the measure te die. Mr. Howe’s motion 
was to make the two bills the special order for 


Thursday night. Editer Benedict, who is recog- 
nized as one of the Demoeratic leaders. promptly 
objected, and the motion could not be brought be- 
fore the House. It would be difficult to conceive a 
more short-sighted policy than that which animates 
the Democratie majority en the fioor of the As- 
sembly Chamber. 

The sly methods of obtaining legislation on mat- 
ters when none is demanded by the vublic were 
illustrated in the vase of a bill of M. C. Murphy 
revolutionizing the public school system of the 
City of New-York, which, to very general surprise. 
was brougkt out from the Speaker’s desk for third 
reading to-day. It divides the City into eight 
school divisions and requires the Mayor within 10 
days after the passage of the act to appoint 
24 School Commissioners with variable terms 
of office, The bill is evidestly based 
on a bill introduced by Senator Koch early in the 
session, which provoked so mueh criticism that it 
was quietly dropped, and every effort of its friends 
was directed to smuggling the Murphy bill through. 
This bill was introduced last Friday at one of those 
moments when the House is either fairly asleep or 
is actively engaged in packing up preparatory to 
the weekly trip homeward. None of the members 
noticed that the father of the bill quietly moved 
that it take its place en the order of third reading, 
and what was more to his purpose the motion was 
quietly carried. So without being considered 
in any committee this revolutionary scheme 
comes up four days afterward for en- 
actment into law. Messrs. Miller and 
Howe, caught it on the third reading and 
raised such an outery that the House was com- 
pelled to stand and listen. It was then discovered 
that those two sly old badgers, Spinola and Camp- 
bell, were trying to push the bill through, and had 
used Col. Murphy asthe convenient fence behind 
which to conduct operations. Farmer Brooks and 
Mr. Roosevelt joined in criticising the bill as un- 
worthy of consideration from any point of view. 
Mr. * Tim’ Campbell bitterly complained because 
his ‘“‘deestrict’’ was not properly represented in 
the Board of Education, while this bill would rem- 
edy the difficulty. He denounced the selection of 
Commissioners from the brown-stone district—old 
men who wore spectacies, looked wise, and were 
no good, 

““We can’t get a Commissioner down in my 
‘deestrict’ because we don’t belong to the better 
classes,” excitedly declared the Corlears Hook 
statesman. 

Col. Murphy offered to amend go that the board 
constituted by the bill should be non-partisan. 
This was rejected by its opponents, who said this 
question of pelitics ought not to be dragged into 
the public schools under any circumstarces. Un- 
der the existing system men who were conceded 
to be good men were selected for the office of 
Commissioner. Why was there any necessity for 
destroying it? Farmer Brooks advocated letting 
well enough alone. 

* Yes, at the expense of districts which now give 
6,000 Democratic majority, as you very well know,” 
excleimed Col. Murphy. 

Several other compromises were suggested by 
the friends of the bill, but they were all rejected. 
Mr. Howe would have nothing less than a refer- 
ence of the bill back to the Public Educational 
Committee for further consideration. It was ne- 
cessary to obtain a roili-call to carry his motion, 
but he was successful bya vote of 52to43. Mr. 
Miller is Chairman of his committee. A fair sample 
of the means that will be employed by the New- 
York and Brooklyn Democrats to slip through 
their jobs is furnished by the brief four days’ his- 
tory of this measure. 

Col. Murphy engaged in a more popular fight a 
few moments afterward and one in which he ral- 
lied the whole House to his support. The Koch 
Press-gag bill came along and was sent down from 
the Speaker’s desk to be read and put on its final 
passage. A bill coming from the Senate is gener- 
ally referred to a House committee, or some other 
disposition is made of it that is at least public in ite 
character. There appears to have been no formal- 
ity observed in the cause of this bill, however. Its 
title was as harmless asthe Senator whose name 
it now bears. It appeared to be an amendment to 
the Penai Code. and as some of the members 
are already beginning to suspect, was not the first 
hurtful measure that has been enacted into law 
under this harmless bill. The Speaker and Clerk’s 
desk appear to have been in the secret. ‘I'he Clerk 
was rattling through it at a 2:40-gait when Col. 
Murphy came down the aisle and demanded a 
halt. The bill was an abominally unjust one to 
newspapers, ho said, and the House could not af- 
ford to sacrifice its reputation by passing it even if 
the Senate had. ‘ He pointed out how persecution 
of the most villainous kind could be produced 
under a law like this, which sought to drag an 
editor from Montauk Point to answer toa 
charge of libel at Niagara Falls that might be 
trumped up on the merest incident. He moved to 
kill the bill by sending it back to the Judiciary 
Committee with instructions to strike out the 
enacting clause. Mr. Roosevelt, Farmer Brooks, 
and Mr. Miller all jumped upon the bill, which 
they declared wrong in principle.

One authorizes the commitment of six- 
months prisoners to the care and keeping of the 
Sheriff by the courts, whereas the Commissioners 
of Charities and Correction now exercise full con- 
trol over their keeping. The other authorizes 
prisoners under 21, who are not bailable offenders, 
to be given overto the Sheriff for maintenance.

IDEAL RAPID TRANSIT. 
A LIGHT, AIRY ARCADE UNDER BROADWAY 
TO BE SUBSTITUTED FOR A TUNNEL. 

ALBANY, March 27.—The Assembly Com- 
mittee on Cities gave a hearing this evening to the 
bill modifying the charter of the Breadway Under- 
ground Rajlroad Company so as to permit the con- 
struction of the road on the arcade plan. Judge 
H. C. Gardiner gave a detailed explanation of the 
plan of the road which the company desired to 
build, aecompanied by maps, plans, and illustra- 
tions. He dwelt upon the crowded condition of 
the laboring classes in New-York and the fearful 
increase in disease and crime resulting therefrom. 


On one square mile of territory in New-Yerk 
City, he said, there were 600,000 inhabitants, 
a large number of whom lived in tenement-houses 
whose sanitary condition was worse than any habi- 
tations in the civilized world. The only remedy 
for these evils was an increase inthe facilities of 
rapid transit, which would enable this population 
to distribute itself through the upper wards of the 
City. The plan of the road which the company 
proposed to build. if permitted by the Legislature, 
would meet the future needs of rapid transit for 
all time to come, while it would greatly enhance 
the value of property all along its line. It would 
benefit every inhabitant and would injure no one. 

A great many questions were asked relative to 
the enterprise, all of which were answered to the 
satisfaction of the committee. Judge Gardiner 
was followed by Ex-Gov. Walker, who explained 
the provisions of the amended bill. He said the 
practical question for the eommittee to answer 
was whether New-York should have a tunnel road 
under Broadway or a spacious, well-lignted, and 
well-ventilated arcade road. The former the com- 
pany already had a right to build under its present 
charter, but they preferred, and the public prefer- 
red the latter, although it would entail a very large 
increase in the expense. The benefit te the City as 
# munieipality would be many hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. for it would relieve the people 
from the eonstant annoyance caused by the tear- 
ing up of the pavement of Broadway, and would 
provide a sub-way for gas. water, steam, and other 
pipes, besides enabling the City to get rid of the 
unsightly telegraph poles and the net-work of 
wires of every description. A leading journal, he 
said, had recommended that the City should buiid 
a tunnel under Broadway to inclose the under- 
ground pipes, which had beeome an unbearable 
nulsance. The company that he represented pro- 
posed to do this work for nothing, whieh would 
cost the City millions of dollars. 

At the close of Gov. Walker's address the com- 
mittee were about to report the bill favorably 
without a dissenting voice, but Mr. Luke F. Coz- 
ans, who said he appeared for the City, asked for 
time to examine the amended bill to see that the 
interests of the City and property-owners were 
properly guarded.

PRICE'S TALE OF BRIBERY 


EX-SENATOR KELLOGG AND GER. 
BRADY INDICTED. 
PRICE SWEARS THAT HE PAID KELLOGG 
$20,000 anp BRADY $5,000 FoR MAKING 
HIS MAIL BUSINESS PROFITABLE. 
Wasuinetox, March 27,—The Grand Jury 
came into court this afternoon and returned 
indictments against Thomas J, Brady for cor- 
rupt official action in connection with the two 
Price routes, one against William Pitt Kel- 
logg for unlawfully receiving money from 
Price in consideration of corruptly influencing 
the action of Brady in regard tohis mail 
route, and ove against Thomas J. Brady and 
William Pitt Kellogg for conspiracy in con- 
nection with these same routes, The following 
is an abstract, obtained from what is believed 
to be a trustworthy source, of the affidavit of 
mail contractor James B. Price, which is now 
in possession of counsel for the Government. 
The affiant deposes in substance as follows: 


“In 1878, being the lowest bidder, the affant was 
awarded the contract for carrying the United 
States mails on the route (among oOtuers) from 
Corpus Christi to San Antonio, Texas. In 1879, 
being desirous of having the number of trips in- 
creased and the time expedited on the said route, 
to the end that his annual pay might be increased 
and the route thereby rendered profitable, affiant 
caused to be circulated petitions for the signa- 
tures of the citizens hving along the line of the 
road, requesting that the Postmaster-General ixn- 
crease the number of trips and reduce the run- 
ning time. These petitions having been numerously 
signed by influential eitizens and officials. were 
handed by affiant to a friend in Washington for 
presentation to the Post Office Department for ite 
action, This effort met with no success. The 
affiant then applied in person to Senator William 
Pitt Kellogg, whom be had known for many years, 
saying to him: .‘If you succeed in increasing my 
pay on this route and that of the one from Shreve- 

ort to Monroe, La., I will give you $20,000.’ Kel 

ogg said he would see Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General Brady and lears of him what could be done. 
Meantime, affiant drew five postal drafts of $3 008 
each for the hereinafter named — on the 
route from Corpns Christito San Antonio. These 
drafts were drawn on the 16th of July, 1879, and 
before the order was issued granting affiant in- 
erease of pav on this route. A short while after- 
ward, Senator Kellogg reportisg to him that the 
matter was all right, he (the affiant) ta 
the said Kellogg $15.000 of. postal drafts 
drawn against his (the affiant’s) pay for the follow 
ing named quarters: That ending March 31. 1880{ 
that ending June 30, 1880; that ending Sept. 30; 
1880; that ending Dec. 31, 1880; that ending Marck 
31, 1881. In addition tothe above affiant gave the 
said Kellogg his promissory note for $5,000, payabi¢e 
in four months, with collateral attached thereto to 
scoure the payment of the same. This collateral 
consisted of Shakespeare mining stock and a 
note drawn by Mail Contraetor Hugh White, and 
indorsed by Mail Contractor Monroe Salisbury. Al! 
of this paper was paid at maturity. Senator Kel- 
logg told aftiant that the note and drafts had pbeeu 
given te John A. Walsh, a banker in Washington, 
for collection. (Mr. Walsh swore on his exami 
nation that he received from Senator Kellogg th« 
pape mentioned in Price’s affidavit, but that one 

alf of the ,000 referred to was for account of 
Kellogg and one-half was1o be credited to Brady 
in his aecount with Walsh in the latter’s capacity 
of banker. The Monroe Salisbury referred to in 
Price’s affidavit as incorser of the White note is 
the mail contraetor whose star rcute services are

Brady “ grunted an assent after his usual manner.” 
Affiant did this, knowing that Brown meart Brady 
in this vase. {Walsh in his examination during the 
first star route trial testified that Chase Andrews, a 
mail contractor, asked him to contribute the sam 
of $8,000 tothe same fund which is mentioned in 
Price’s affidavit, and that Brady insisted on charging 
‘him with this $8,000 in settling his (Brady's) indebt- 
"edness for moneys borrowed. Walsh also testified 
that the two drafts for $1,250 eacn, which Price 
alleges he placed in the envelope on Brady's desk. 
were the same drafts which were given him 
(Walsh) by Brady on acceunt of the latter’s indebt- 
edness to him. } 

** Affiant further alleges that having been given a 
‘river contract (on the Osage) for carrying the 
United States mails, ne directed the Secretary of 
his (affant’s) mail transportation mb Mr. 
Daniel Murphy, of St. Louis, to buy $500 of New- 
York exchange, to indorse in blank. and to mail 
the same to Brady, all of which affiant 
says Murphy told him he did. Afiant 
further says that when investigation of 
star route matters was agitated, Senator 
Kellogg became very nervous, manifesting therein, 
however, more concern for himself than forany 
one else. The filing of the suit of John A. Walsh 
against Brady, about this time, greatly alarmed 
affiant, but Kelloge hastened to assure him thas 
everything would be ali right: that he had simply 
to keep quiet and that he (Keliozg) would see 
that no harm befell him. In May, 1881, some very 
alarming indications presented themselves, 
resulting in Senator Keilogg’s sending, on 
May 16, 1881, a special messenger to 
affiant, who was then stopping at the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel, New-York. This messenger eame 
from Washington, where Senator Kellogg then 
was. The burden of the message was calculated 
and intended to reassure afiiant and allay any 
fears he might have touching the, star route inves- 
tigation, then in its incipient stage, Kellogg re- 
peatedly told affiant that no harm would come to 
him, and al] that he had to do was to remain quiet, 
and that this “ whole matter of the star route in- 
vestigation would end in smoke.” The aftiant 
refers to a certain occasion when Kellogg 
telegraphed to him at Philadelphia, aftiant 
being then in that. city, saying that he 
(Kellogg) was going to Washington from New- 
York and would stop ever and see him. This he 
did, being accompanied hy Judge Jeremiah Wilson. 
On this occasion Kellogg again sought to eacour- 
age and assure affiant and bade him have no fear 
as to the outcome of the investigation. As te the 
disposition made of the proceeds of the Corpus 
Christi and San Antonio drafts, together with the 
note of $5,000, aggregating in all $20,000, affiant 
says that Kellogg sometimes told him that he (Kel- 
logg) had given all to Brady, deriving no benefit 
therefrom personally; at other times he said that 
he nad derived but $2,000 or so therefrom.”

B.” The witness said that there was not a grain 
of truth in thestory; he had never written such 4 
letter to anybody in the world, and 1ever said that 
anything was to be paid to “T. J.B.” or any 
Post Oftice offieial. 

Mr. Ingersoll then referred to Rerdell’s statement 
that papers bad been taken from bis office while he 
tras in jail. The witness said that he had only 
entered that office twice. Rerdeil was there upon 
both occasions. The last time was upon Rerdoll’s 
invitation, after his release from jail. _Rerdell was 
closing up bis office, and packed up a bundle of 
papers, which he took‘to witness's house and left 
there. That bundie was still untouched and un- 
opened atthe house. Witness never hada key to 
that office, and did not enter it while Rerdell was 
in jail. 

Rerdell’s statement of the conversation at Wil- 
latd’s Hotel on July 12, i982, when he was locked 
in and ordered to make anotber affidavit, was next 
taken up. The witness said that some time in 
July, during the last trial, he went to Bosler’s 
toom, at Willard’s; found Rerdeli there with Bos- 
ier. He was protesting to Bosier, thet the allega- 
tiens as to what he (Rerdell) bad been doing were 
untrue. 

A recess was taken at this point. After the re- 
cess the Grand Jury came into court with a num- 
ber of preseptments. Among them were the fol- 
lowing: The United States against Thomas J. 
Brady, for unlawiully receiving money and postal 
drafts to the amount of $5,000, while Second As- 
aistant Postmaster-General, from James B. Prive, 
as reward for making a contract for mail service 
with Price on July 18, 1880. upon the star route 
from Socorro to Silver City, New-Mexico: against 
William Pitt Kellogg and Thomes J. Brady, for 

conspiracy.‘on April 17, 1880, with James B. Price, 
to defraud tbe United States by means of false 
oaths and fraudulent allowances for expedition, 
and fajse and frauduient claims to be made for in- 
ereased pay for expedition on the post routes from 
Monroe to Shreveport, La., and San Antonio to 
Corpus Christi, Texas, the said routes then being 
in the name of Jame: B. Price, as contractor; 
against William Pitt Kellogg, setting forth that on 
April 17, 1880. while @ Senator from Louisiana, he 
did unlawfully receive from James B. Price, con- 
tractor on the post reutes from Monroe to Shreve- 
port, La.. and San Antonio to Corpus Christi, Texas, 
acertain sum of money, Post Office drafts, and a 
promissory note, together of the value of $20,000, 
for the service of procuring, persuading, and in-

A. Walsh, James B. Price, Joseph Cochran, and 
J. W. Brady. 

The examination of Dorsey was then resumed. 
He denied broadly Rerdell’s statement of the con- 
versution at Willard’s Hotel, and declared that it 
wes a black-mailing scheme on the part of Rerdell, 
who had threatened to nave Bosier indicted, and 
to co over to the Government. Regarding the affi- 
davit of June, 1881, which was read to him, the 
witness denied that he had asked Rerdell to make 
it for the sake of his family. or that he had offered 
him any iuducement. A letter dated July 5, i882, 
from Rerdelil to Dorsey. was read by Mr. Ingersell. 
Rerdell wrote tbat he has been considering the step 
he was about to take forovera vear. He had in- 
tended to put himself in connection with the Govern- 
ment befere he bad been indicted, never dreaming 
that he was liable to indictment beeause he had 
only acted as an agent. Butto his cost, he says, 
he listened to Bosier. and refrained—a course he 
had regretted ever since, end something he would 
not Go arain for any consideration. As a conse- 
quence, he was then penniless, and would be under 
a clond, no matter what the result of the trial was. 
If he had stuck to the Government he would now 
be free from indictment, and perhaps in a good 
position. Again, he had made up his mina to go 
overtothe Government, and it was useless for 
Dorsey to appeal in the name of his family. for he 
(Rerdell) also had a family. He knew fuil wellthat 
when Dorsey and Bosler had no use for him he 
might co to the devil for ali they cared. 

Mr. Ingersoll doscribed the red aceount-books, 
and the witness said that he never saw such books 
many of bis offices. Rerdell never gave or sent 
to him any baience-sheets from such books. Re- 
ferring to Rerdell’s statement that he brought 
away a book from New-York, the witness denied 
that he had ever seen such a book or that a book 
had been taken from the New-York office. The 
only books kept by Rerdell by wituess’s authority 
were an expense-book and route-boek. Holding 28 
ehecks in his hand, Mr. Ingersoll offered to put 
them in evidence as representing all of the money 
drawn by Dorsey in the month of June, 1879, from 
Middieton & Co. Ke handed the checks to the 
prosecution witha request that they piek out the 
eheck upon which the money had been drawn to 
pay Brady. The prosecution objected because 
they kuew nothing of the checks. 

At the request ef the court Mr. Ingersoll ploked 
ont the cheeks payatie to Dorsey. 

Mr. Bliss renewed the objection made this morn- 
ing to the checks. 

The court held that the case wes different. The 
offered evidence might be defective or incomplete, 
but with the understanding that 1t would be shown 
that these were a!l of the cheeks drawn in that 
month the evidence would be admitted, 

The checks were then reaa in detail. 

Mr. Ingersoll requested the witness to explain 
how be came to be connected with the mail busi- 
ness. He said that he received a letter in 1879 
from either John Dorsey or Peck. The letter not 
being produced the witness was not allowed to re- 
peatite contents. As a consequence of receiving 
that letter witness employed Boone to act for Peck 
and John W. Dorsey. Personally the witness had 
not the slightest interest in the world in any con- 
tract or bidfor the muil service. The letter to 
Clendennin was reed, The witness admitted its 
euthorship, and was aboutto explain his motives 
for writing it;when the prosecation objected. 

Mr. Ingersoll argued that it was proper to show 
B witness’s motive, and asthe law made the de- 
fendant a witness it was proper to inquire into his 
motives. 

Mr. Merrick replied at some length, declaring 
that uader such e construction it would be possi- 
ble for a defendant to explain away the grave 
charge of premeditated motive. 

The court, however, helda different view, and 
tnid it was proper to prove motive wherever it 
could be done, and that inquiry went as far as hu- 
man testimony could enlighten it.

THE TOBACCO TAX REBATE. 
A CIRCULAR OF INSTRUCTIONS TO COLLECT- 
ORS AND CLAIMANTS. 
WasHinctTon, March 27.—The Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue has finished the preparation 
of a circular, which will be sent to Collectors and 


other interested persons, with regard to the re- 
duction of the tax on tobaceo and the regulations 


of the department concerning claims for rebate. | 


It will be accompanied by new blank forms for 
use in making inventories of stock on hand May 1, 
when the reduction goes into effeet, and forms of 


affidavits and certificates, which must be filed with 
ali claims for rebate of tax. The important seo- 
tions of thé circular are as follows: 

1. Section 4of the act of March 3, 1883, which reduecs 
the taxes on tobacco, snuff, cigars, &c., on aud after 
May 1, 1885, provides “that on all original and un- 
vroken factory packages of smoking and manufac- 
tured tobacco and spufi, cigars, cheroots, and cigar- 
ettes held by manufacturers or dealers at the time 
such reduction shall go into effect, upon which tke 
tax has been pele. there shall be allowed a drawback 
or rebate of the full amount of the reduction; but the 
same shall not apply in any case where the claim has 
not been presented within 6v days following the date 
of reduction; aud such rebate to manufacturers may 
be paid in stamps at the reduced rate; and no elaim 
coerap as or drawback paid for a less amount 
than $10.” 

x. The expression “original and unbroken factory 
packages” embraces every whole, duly stamped pack- 
age, large or small, which remains as it came from 
the factory, with the same contents, and all of the 
same originally packed therein. 

3. The goods upon which the manufacturer or 
dealer is entitled to rebate must be carefnily inven- 
toried on the ist day of May, 1883, in presence of two 
disinterested witnesses, who must be persons of good 
repute in the community for truth and veracity, ard 
must not have an interest in any claim for rebate of 
tax on tobacco,’snuff, cigars, or cigarettes under the 
fourth section o° the act of March 4%, 1883, and must 
not be clerks or employesof any claimant under said 
act. 

Sections 4, 5, and 6 relate to the use and eeeer 
method of filling yp the blank forms for inventories. 

7. Labels substantially in the following form will 
be furnished to Collectors and distributed to claim- 
ants: “Kebate, Inventoried for rebate May 1, 1853. 
By —— of —- of the —- district of ——. Actof March 
3, 1883.” This label must be securely affixed by past- 
ing or gumming to each stamped package of cigars, 
and each box or case containing stamped packages of 
cigarettes, and toeach stamped p:ckage of snult or 
tobacco of one pound or more in weight, and to each 
box or case containing stamped packages of snuff and 
tobacco weighing less than one pound each, and this 
must be done at or before the time of count- 
ing the packages. It must be so affixed 
as not to cover any stamp, mark, or 
brana required by law to be upon the package. 
The labels will be not less than one inch by two in 
size. For expedition, the name of the claimant should 
be written or stamped on the labels before the day 
arrives for taking the inventory. Any manufacturer 
or dealer who prefers to do so, may himself have 

repared and printed at his own expemse the rebate 

abele for his own goods. In such case, the label must 
be in the words prescribed, printed in red letters on 
white paper, but the label itself may be either of the 
size above prescribed or of suitable size in strip shape. 

Section 8 relates to the precautions which must 
taken by witnesses to make sure that all packages 
contain their original contents. 

y. In taking the inventory the witnesses must each 
count all the packages and keep an aceurate account 
of thesame on sheets of paper, which they should 
sign and deliver to the claimant, to be preserved for 
future use if required. The computations required to 
find the weights and numbers aad the amounts of re- 
bate must be carefully made and proved by each of 
the witnesses, so that they may be able to swear to 
a correctness of the same and of the total sum 
claimed. 

10. The witnesses should see that no additions to 
stock are made between the commencement and c m- 
pletion of the inventory, as it must embrace only the 
stock on handfat the beginning of May 1, 

11. The claim, when duly signed and sworn to by 
the claimant end the witnesses, should be forwarded 
to the proper Deputy Collector. Where practicable 
the affidavits should be sworn to before an internal 
revenue officer or en officer having a seal. 

12. If the Deputy Collector or the Collector has 
reason to question the reliability of either of the wit- 
nesses, or the validity of the claim, the case should be 
held back until such investigation can be made as will 
enable the officers to make a definite r- commendation 
for or against the claim before forwarding it. 

1S. Goods in transit wil not be included in the 
inventories taken on May 1, When they arrive they 
must be inventoried separately and additional claims 
made therefor. 

14. When geods are held by a factor, commission 
merchant, or other agent claims for rebate may be 
made by him for and in the name of esch owner, and 
the forms can pe changed so as to conform tothe facts 
in such case. 

15. No expenses incurred by claimants in taking 
inventories upon which to base claims for rebate will 
be borne by the United States. 

16. Claims for rebate cannot be transferred or as- 
senor Such assignments are prohibited by section 
3,477 United States Revised Statutes. Ail claims must 
be made by the owners of the goods or in the owner's 
name by his factor, commission merchant, or other 
agent. 

17. Claims of manufacturers will be paid in stamps 
when so requestod In the claim, but not otherwise. 
Claims of dealers will not be paid in stamps. 

18. Claimants are advised to be particularly care- 
ful to purchase their special tax stamps for the 
coming year before the lst day of May, 1883, so thet 
there may benho guestion as to their rights under this 
act as dealers and manufacturers. 


THE SOLDIERS’ HOME DEFICIT. 
WassINGTON, March 27.—The following 
statement of the alleged discrepancy in the ac- 
counts of the National Soldiers’ Home is furnished 
by the Treasury Department. The circumstances 
of the case seem to be as follows: The Home iza 
corporation and setties its own accounts through 


itsown executive officers with its Treasurer, who 
is the custodian of its funds. The Home is, how- 
ever, required to rendera statement to the Gov- 
ernment of all its receipts and expenditures, 
and this statement of account is examined and 
settled by the proper accounting officers. In a 
settlement of this account made some time 
ago,the Home was credited with two different 
items, amounting to $15,000, as having been paid 
over to and disbursed by the Eastern branch of the 
Home, but the Treasurer of the Easteru branch 
subsequently showed that he bad returned the 
$15,000, and in the recent settlement of accounts 
between the United States and the Home the See- 
ond Auditor end the Seeond Controller charged the 
Home with the amount thus returned to it by the 
Treasurer of the Eastern board. It is supposed 
that in the settlement made between the officers of 
the Home and Gen. Butler at the expiration of 
his term as Treasurer, this $15,000 was not charged 
baek as having been returned by the treasury of 
the Eastern branch. Gen. Butler turned over to 
bis successor the balance on hand as shown by that 
settlement, but if the above supposition shall prove 
to be correct, it will be necessary for him to turn 
over $15,000 in addition to what was then under- 
stood to be the balance. Whether the correct bal- 
ance was transferred by him to his successor or 
not ean be ascertained by examing the books and 
vouchers in the offiees of the Treasurer and Secre- 
tary of the Home. Gen. Butler bas expressed bis 
readiness to pay over whatever balance is found to 
be due,

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THE BUSHNELL LIBRARY SALE. 

A COLLECTION OF RARE BOOKS ON INDIANS, 
NEW-YORK CITY, AND OTHER TOPICS, 

The extensive library of the Jate Charles I. 
Bushnell, comprising rare and curious books, en- | 
gravings, autographs, and historical relies, will be 
sold at auction by the Messrs. Bangs & Co., of No. 
739 Broadway, on Monday, Apri] 2, and the four 
following days. One of the most interesting series 
of works in the Bushnell collection are those re- 
lating to the history of Moses Tittamy, who in the 
middie of the last century was chief of the Dela- 
ware Indians, and who was irregularly canonized 
after his death as Saint Tammany and sub- 
sequently beeame the Democratic patron 
saint. Numerous other rare books of In- 
dian bistery are also contained in the Bushnell 
collection and will be sold tothe highest bidder. 
Among these are narratives of massacres by the 
Indians and of eaptivities among them, including 
the sufferings of Massy Harbison, Benjamin Gil- 


bert, Isaac Hubbell, and of Mary Jemison, who 
lived more than 70 years after her capture among 
the Senecas. An interesting work which is to be 
disposed ef during this sale is Dr. James John- 
ston’s “History of the Haunted Caverns of 
Magdalama and Indian Queen of South 
America Written During His Three Years’ 
Captivity.” There are four copies of 
‘Sketches of the Ancient History of the Six 
Nations,” written by David Cusick, a full-blooded 
Indian. One of these copies is of asmail edition 
which was printed at ;'Tuscarora Village in 1825, a 
work so rare that the late Henry C. Murphy once 
traveled from Albany to Loekport and thence to 
Tuscarora Viliage solely to fina a copy. The late 
Mr. Bushnell paid ——— attention to the col- 
lection of works ‘illustrating the history and an- 
tiquities of New-York City, and the list of volumes 
relating to the Metropolis fills eight pages of the 
large catalogue. Prominent among these works 
is the rare original edition of Horsmanden’s 
Detection of the Negro Plot for Burning 
the City of New-York and Murdering the 
Inhabitants,” which!was printed in this City 
in 1744. The value of this volume seems 
to have progressively increased with time, and the 
Brinley copy (the last one sold) brought $380. The 
collection of books treating of New-York City, its 
history, geography, and inhabitants, incindes sev- 
eral which were printed privately and in limited 
editions, and many in which the late Mr. Bushnell 
caused to be inserted extra portraits and 
plates. Among these is Dr. Morgan Dix’s 
“ Historical Recollections of St. Paul’s Chapel,” 
41 extra plates. The collection of 
works on Washington embraces nearly 
100 lots and the works relating to the Revolution- 
“ary war are very numerous and very rare. Mr. 
Bushnell’s collections of engraved portraits and 
views and of autographs are large and varied. Many 
volumes have autograph letters of their authors 
inserted. Between the leaves of Cotton Mather’s 
Magnolia Christi-Americana, or Ecclesiastical 
History of New-England to the Year 1698,” is laid 
an aaes fake note from the author, in which he 
depicts his borror at learning that “several gentle- 
men sat up whole nights, or pearly so, at the Game 
of Cards with a Tankard of Punch to support them 
2 bees ~ caneeaadl in quiet and strictiy moral New- 
ngland.

LOCAL BUSINESS TROUBLES. 

FAILURE OF ALARGE HOUSE IN THE WOOL- 

EN TRADE—OTHER EMBARRASSMENTS. 

E. G. Wiechmann & Co., woolen jobbers, at 
Broadway and Grand-street, made an assignment 
yesterday to Claus Frederiek Hinck, of Hinck 
Brothers, No. 55 Worth-street. The house, which 
has been in existence for 80 years, is composed of 
E. G. Wiechmann and E, W. Gloeckner. Mr. Wiech- 
mann said yesterday that the assignment had been 
brought about by a combination of circumstances, 
of which one factor was the shrinkage in 
the value of woolen goods sinee the 
recent tariff agitation, and another factor 


the changes that have taken piace in 
the methods of doing business, invoiving a great 
increase of expenses. He thought his liabilities 
would not amount to quite $300,000, held both 
here and in Europe. He had not made an estimate 
of hig assets, which consist of accounts and a large 
stock of goods. Concerning reportsin the trade of 
losses in Wall-street speculation, he emphatically 
asserted that neither he nor his partner had spec- 
ulated in Wall-street; there had been no gambling 
or defalcation, and the causes were leziti- 
mately in the business, and the books were open 
for the ereditorsto see that there had been no 
such losses. Of cotirse, the firm had sold their 
paper in Wall-street, as every other firm had, 
but that had been done in the regular 
way: they could seil their paper easily, and 
he thought they had about $50,000 of paper 
out, the rest of the liabilities being mainly for mer- 
chanadise. A large creditor said yesterday that it 
Wat the greatest surprise the trade had received in 
several years; the firm stood very high; had a lire 
with them as high as $25,000, but generally bought 
about the same amount of goods at a time for the 
past 20 years; they could have owed three times the 
amount. He feit very sorry for their misfortune, 
aud hoped a speedy arrangement would bs made 
for the firm to continue business; they had always 
been honest, straightforward, careful merchants, 
and have the sympathy of the trade. The assign- 
ment gives preferences asfollows: August William 
Muller, of Brooklyn, for money deposited, $8,500; 
Mrs. Margaret Harms, of Stade, Hanover, Germany, 
$3,800: Miss Charlotte Harms, $4,400; Louis He!mke, 
$5,000; salaries of employes, $1,000; total, $22.700. 

Elias Apfe!hbaum, manufacturer of gloves, at No. 
457 Broadway and et Gloversville, N. Y., has be- 
come finaveiallg embarrassed. and has asked his 
creditors to grant him an extension of one year 
on his own notes. He hes given a chattel mort- 
gage or a bill of sale of all his pespensy at Glo- 
versville for $7,000 to John McNab as security for 
indorsements, &c. Inthe trade it was stated yes- 
terday that his liabilities were about $120,000.

MR. SIEGRIST’S REMINISCENCES. 
THE VETERAN TICKET SPECULATOR GIVES 
SOME PAGES IN OPERATIC HISTORY. 


Joseph Siegrist, the veteran speculator in 
tiekets for the Italiam opera, appeared last evening 
on the platform of Chickering Hall and delivered 
a lecture entitled ‘‘ Reminiscenees of Italian Opera 
in America.” Mr. Siegrist was attired in a biue 
full-dress suit of ancient style, liberally adorned 
with brass buttons, and presented the appearance 
of a gentieman of the old school, such as is to be 
seen in these days only on the stage in some of the 
older comedies. An unseemly disposition to “gag” 


the speaker manifested itself in the audience, 
which was composed of about 60 ladies and gen- 
tlemen, and Mr. Siegrist was continually inter- 
rupted by loud bursts of laughter and applause in 
the wrong places, but he bore all this pleasantly, 
saying that he had invited the audience to be 
amused, and he trusted they would all get their 
money’s worth. “I wrote this lecture,” he said, 
after hesitating long over a word which he could 
not decipher, ‘in 15 minutes, and if I make mis- 
takes you must pardon me. Even Webster made 
a mistake oceasienally.” This was an apology for 
declaring solemuly that Badialli. was a “mole.” 
What Mr. Siegrist intended to say was that he was 
a “model” baritone. The audience accepted the 
apology with applause, of which it is doubtful if 
any favorite of the lyric stage ever received a more 
liberal share than did the lecturer of last evening. 

Mr. Siegrist began his reminiscences with Jenny 
Lind, who first appeared in this country in 1851. 
She was endowed, the speaker said, with a won- 
derful voice, the range of which was an octave 
and a half, and whieh was remarkably resonant. 
Tke receipts of her first concert amounted 
to $18,000, which were reported to have 
been given in eharity, but Barnum declared 
that she wouldn’t pay out a dollar. She 
has now lost her voice and much of her for- 
tune, and is teaching music in London. The 
gtTeat contralto Alboni came here in 1852, ap- 
pearing both in concert and opera. Unfor- 
tunately she was not content to be recognized 
as a@ great contralto. but “hankered” after 
fame as a soprano. Her management proved weak, 
and she excited only ridicule in her attempt to sing 
in the “Daughter of the Regiment.” Mme. Son- 
tag, who also came herein 1852, had a fine mezzo- 
soprano voice, which she usea with sueh finesse 
and care that no opportunity was given to pick 
flaws in her taste or exseution. Her husband be- 
came jéalous of the first tenor, because he was 
obliged to make love to her on the stage, and 
when she went to Mexico she died soon after 
eating some pastry. which was supposed to have 
been poisoned. The Count, her husband, left 
the body to be buried by charitable persons. 
“Mme. Patti,” Mr. Siegrist said, “has no 
equal in this world on the operatic stage, and 
probabiy will not have forthe next two centuries. 
She’s got a voice like a string of pearls, and when 
she’s singing with Scalchi, Scalebi appears 50 per 
cent. better than when she singsalone. That is 
because Patti breathes with Scalchi and inspires 
her and makes her great.” After this tribute to 
Patti the speaker gave some personal reminis- 
cences. He told how he had set a Boston news- 
boy upin business by lending him i8 cents, and 
how the boy is now probably one of the richest 
merchants in the City of Culture. On one oceasion, 
he said, he treated 200 boys to coffee and bread late 
at night, and the next morning. as his reward, he 
found a ten-dollar bill on the sidewalk. In closing, 
Mr. Siegrist told how he speculated on seats at the 
opera given in Philadelphia in honor of the Prinse 
of Wales, buying them for $3 and selling them for 
$8, and clearing in one day in this speculation $989. 
It was a very common thing for him in those days, 
he said, to make $300 a day, but now 80 many 
steam-boat runners heve got into the business that 
they’ve cut it all to pieces, and if he makes as much 
now in a month as he did 14 years ago In three days 
he is perfectly satisfied. Mr. Siegrist retired from 
the stage amid a shower of applause and laughter, 
aud the audience dispersed tuily satisfied with the 
evening's entertainment.

THE WADGH EXTRADITION CASE. 
JUDGE BROWN DISMISSES THE WRIT OF 
HABEAS CORPUS, 

Edwin Harvey Wadge, alias Capt. Archer, 
held for extradition on a eharge of forgery com- 
mitted in London in November last, was brought 
before Judge Brown, in the United States District 
Court, on habeas corpus and certiorari proceed- 
ings. In dismissing the writ of habeas corpus, yes- 
terday, and remanding the prisoner, Judge Brown 
decided that the authentication of the documents 
excepted to is made in the exact language of the 
statute and by the proper officers, and the signa- 


ture of the Poliee magistrate is also verified 
by oral proof. It is likewise shown that 
the documents were authenticated for the 
urpose of being used in the extradition proceed- 
ngs. From the evidence, therefore, in connection 
with the authentication, the inteation is clear to 
certify that these documents are such as would be 
received in similar proceedings in the demanding 
country ané that is sufficient. The only other ex- 
ception is to the refusal of Commissioner Osborn 
to adjeurn the proceedings before him in or- 
der to enable the accused to procure depositions 
from England to establish an alibi at the time when 
he is charged with having uttered the forged bill. Ac- 
cording to the practice here before committing mag- 
istrates, as well as the provisionsof section 3 of the 
act of Aug. 8, 1882, (chapter 378,) while it isthe duty 
of the magistrate before whom extradition pro- 
ceedings are pending to take such evidence as may 
be offered en the part of the accused person, and 
to allow him reasonable time for that purpose, it 
seems to Judge Brown that this cannot embrace 
as a matter of right on his part am indefinite post- 
ponement of the proceedings to obtain testimony 
upon commission, or by deposition, as regards the 
commission of the orime alleged, from forelgn 
eountries, and especially from the very country 
which is seeking his extradition for trial there. 
If this were recognized as the legal 
right of the accused person in extradition 
roceedings it would give him the option of insist- 
ng upon a full kearing and trial of his case here, 
and that might compel the demanding Govern- 
ment to produce all its evidence here, both direct 
and in rebuttal, in order to meet the defense thus 
gathered from every quarter. Theresult would be 
that the foreign Government, though entitled by 
the terms of the treaty to the extradition of the ae- 
cused person for the purpose of a trial where the 
crime was committed. would be compelled to 
go into a full trial on the werits in 
a foreign country under ail the disadvan- 
tages of such a situation, and couid not ob- 
tain extradition until after it had procured a 
conviction upon a full and substantial trial here. 
This would be in plain contravention of the intent 
and meaning of the extradition treaties, which are 
designed to secure a trial in the country where 
the crime was committed, through the extradition 
of the aecused, upon sufficient proof, according to 
our law, to justifyacommitment here. The evi- 
dence of criminality in this case, says Judge 
Brown, was sufficient. There is no question as to 
the Commissioner's jurisdiction. The determina- 
tion of questions of adjournment, like other 
questions of practice, belong properly to 
the diseretion and judgment of the Commissioner. 
His decisions on such questions cannot be reviewed 
on habeas corpus unless they amount to a olear 
denial of legal right through a manifest abuse of 
discretion. That is notthecase here. His judg- 
ment in deelining to postpone these proceedings 
after they had been pending 11 days, for the pur- 
ose of obtaining depositions from witnesses in 
-egiand, instead of remitting the accused man to 
his trial there, where these witnesses ceuld bo pro- 
duced in person and their credibility examiued, or 
witnesses in rebuttal conveniently obtained, was, 
in the opinion of Judge Brown, proper and just. 
To have aliowed such depositions and a postpone- 
ment of the proceedings until they could be taken 
and produced here would involve a disregard of 
the plain meaning and intention of the treaty. 
Counsel for Wadge will appeal from the decision 
to the Unitea States Circuit Court within the pre- 
scribed three days.

WORKING MEN’S COMPLAINTS. 
MASS-MEETING IN THE COOPER USION Las} 
NIGHT. 


The large hall of Cooper Unian was about 
two-thirds filled last evening with members of the 
Central Labor Union, who held a mass-meeting to 
protest against convict labor; to agitate the neces- 
sity of a new charter for the City, and other mat- 
ters of interest to working men. Shoe-makers™ 
Union No. 1 marched into the hall to the 
music of a fife and drum. The Presidents of tha 
several branches of the union occupied seats on 
the platform. Mr. P. J. Gallagher, President of 
the union, occupied the chair. Louis F. Post com- 
mented on the charter proposed by the Central 


Labor Union, which provides for the 

lower salaries to the officers of the city @ overs = 
ment, and for singie-headed .ommissions. — The 
speaker thought the salary of a public officer 
ought to be about the same as he eould 
earn with the same amount of VJbility ina private 
capacity. He compared the condition of the 
thousands of working men in this City Monda 

night with that of the few who in the mansion at 
an up-town millionaire were attempting to ape 
foreign aristocracy. “Wo are living on a yvolea« 
no,” he said in conclusion, “and you, the cen- 
servative classes of the City, are to sit upon the 
safety-valve and prevent an éxplosion.”’ iiliam 
McCabe asked the sympathies of the meeting for 
the Lge ens in Queens County who are fighting a 
battle with the Thirty-fourth-street ferry com- 
pany, and who wers being persecuted by that com- 
peny and the Tammany heelers, who were snppert- 
ng it, like Senator Grady, who cansed the arrest 
of a citizen for criminal libel a few days ago. 

J. J. Madigan, of the Shoe-makers’ Union, de- 
dounced the convict labor system, which, he said, 
was as bad in the North as the slave labor system 
was in the South. About one-fifth the wages wag 
paid in the penitentiaries as was being paid outside 
their walls. The condition of the convicts waa 
only partially known. The Prison Reform Asso 
ciation was composed of philosophers and pbil&n- 
thropists, elergymen ard hypocrites. A few good 
people had lent their names to the association. and 
tne hypocrites ran the machine in their own way. 
Speeches were also delivered by Assemblyman 
_— Healy, of Rochester; P. J. McGuire, and 
others. 

., Resolutions were adopted providing that, as 

the single gleam of sanity and the one pulsation 
of human feeling exhibited by our Legislature in 
the passage ef the Tenement-house Cigar bill and 
the bill for abolishing the manufacture of hats by 
convict contract labor seems ty have exhausted 
their feelings of justice and prostrated their eom- 
mon sense,” they are warned to make at least 
one more supreme effort to understand 
the demands and determination of organized 
labor, which desires to remind them that every 

rinciple involved in the legislation still demanded 

y the working classes, more especially the total 
abolition of the convict contract labor system. bas 
already been sanctioned by the passage of those 
two bills, and that the legislator who falls to gire 
consistent support to those ‘yet. to be 
presented will thereby ‘“ brand himself 
either as a fool, a coward, or a bribe- 
taker,” and will dig his own political 
grave. The “treacherous murder of the Five Cent 
Fare bill” is not to be forgotten, and “the igno- 
rance and stupidity dispiayed in rejecting the bill 
against the improper employment’of child labor” 
is to be remembered. The statement that “‘the 
working classes did not want such a law” is de- 
nounced as a falsehood, as the law bas been de- 
manded by organized labor in every Statein the 
Union for years. Congratulations are extended to 
the hat-makers and cigar-makers on the successfai 
Dassage of bills for their relief.

At a meeting of the Law Reform Societ> 
last evening in the chapel of the University of the 
City of New-York, George Ticknor Curtis in the 
chair, Morris Cooper spoke in behalf of the com- 
mittee which presented the Civil Code to the Le 
gislature at Albany. He said the Senate commit: 


tee reported favorably in tha matter and ordered 
the Code to be printed. The House committee sus- 
pended their verdict, but it would probably be 
affected by the aetion of the Senate. A papet 
by John S. Benson on “Legal Hesips in the 
Mora! Reformation of Socitety and Government 
was read, in the absence of the essayist, by_ Mr. 
Lindssy, The paper touched on the abuse of suf 
frage in its neglect by those who are best fitted te 
exercise the right and its excessive use by irre 
sponsible elasses, who should not be permitted te 
vote. Unless a remedy is applied the essayist 
thought this delinquency on the part of the better 
classes would bea fruitful source of national dis- 
aster. The paper suggested also thst the Nation 
should interdict marriages, the issue of whieb 
would preve a publicinjury. This might seem td 
be an invasion of sacred richts, but no one had a 
right. to do anything which would bring misfor- 
tune on society. The facilities for divorce were se 
great that every year so many parents and chil 
dren were disgraced that they would almost fur 
nish material enough for the organization of @ 
new Territory. This state of affairs might 
cbeckea if the only grqund for divorce weré

THE RENANT-BiGOT TRAGEDTF. 

The Renart-Bigot tragedy in Thompsom+ 
street, on the morsing of the 1ith of August, 1880, 
was recalled yesterday by Bigot’s commitment to 
the Tombs by Juge Barrett, in the Suprame Court, 
to answer an indictment of murder in the firet 
degree. The murder caused quite @ sensation at 
the time, the victim being Mrs. Harriette _——_ 
who lived with her husband and family of fous 
ehildren at No. 141 Thompson-street, The crime 
was a brutal one, the weapon used by the in 
furiated Frenchman being a razor, with which he 
almost severed her bead from her body.

RATIFICATION BY WESTERN ONION 


STOCKHOLDERS. 

Judge Freedman cecided, in Superior Court, 
Chambers, yesterday. that the lease of the prop- 
erty of the Mutual Union Telegraph Company's 
by the Western Union Telegraph Company had 
not been properly ratified by the stockholders 
of the latter corporation. He therefore directed 
that the injunction prooured by Josiah C. Reiff.a 
stockholder of the Western Union, restraining the 
consummation of the lease, shall be continued 
in force, but that the Western Union Company, 
upon curing the defect in the making of the instru- 
ment, shall have the privilege to apply for its dis- 
solution, ' The manner in which the defeet may be 
cured, as pointed out by Judge Freedman, is by 
the holding of a general meeting of Western Union 
stockholders, and the procurement thereat of the 
consent of three-fifths of them in interest that the 
lease shall be entered into. 

The opinion of Judge Freedman is a very long 
Gocument, and much of itistaken up with a dis- 
oussion of the complex Western Union litigation, 
end a statement of its results up to the present 
time. In his complaint Mr. Reiff alleged that the 
Western Union had illegally consolidated with 
itself the Atlantic and Pacifico and American Union 
Companies, and had illegally increased its capital 
stock to effect that consolidation; and that there 


were wiegalities in the issuance of Mutual Unioa 
stock and bonds. which made it im- 
roper for the Western Union to agree 
pay interest upon such stock end bonds, 
“Upon these paints, said Judge Freedman, 
“the papers submitted on both sides present a 
shap confiict of evidence. Much, if not most, of 
laintiff’s case is made up of mere conclusions, 

he afidavits on the part of the defendants nega- 
tive every averment of tke complaint, and the 
moving affidavits which have any appearance of 
materiality. Of these two paints, therefore, it may 
be said that all the equities claimed by the plaintiff 
have been fully met. But beyond that it is not 
true that the eourts have denied the power of the 
Western Union Company to consolidate with the 
other two companies named, or to increase its 
Btock to $80,000,000. The decision made anly went 
80 far asto adjudge that the scheme involved in 
that consolidation of gratuitously distributing 
among the sbareholders of the Western 
Trion about $15,000,000 of stock was ille- 

1 and rendered the particular agreement 
or consolidation null and void. If those 
$15,000,000 of stock have been illegally distributed, 
the statute gives a remedy to the corporation 
against the Directors who caused it to be done. 
Moreover, it is not even pretended that the lease 
pow complained of in any way grew out of, or bas 
any relation to, the said consolidation. So. in re- 
spect to the alleged illegality of the stock and 
bonds of the Mutual Union Company, it may be 
said that even 1f the charge were true it would be 
immaterial. They merely furnish the measure for 
the agreed reatal. and it can make no difference 
to the Western Union Company, or to its stock- 
holders, whether this rental is paid to the Mutual 
Tnion orto tke holders of its bonds or its stock. 
Concerning the said bonds, it may be further said 
that the Western Union Company cannot dispute 
their validity any more than it could dispute the 
validity of a bond and mortgage for usury, afterit 
had beught the mortgaged premises and assumed 
to pay the mortgage. This being 0, the 
stockholders of the Western Union Company are 
in no better position. Nor can any stockholder of 
that company champiou the supposed rights of the 
stockholders of the Mutual Union Company, none 
of whom has complained. The points made by the 
plaintiff which have so far been considered fail to 
show want of power. They involve only matters 
of discretion affecting the price and questions of 
policy. The discretion may have been unwisely, 
impradently, or even recklessly exercised, and the 
policy pursued may be questionable. But no court 
Gan dictate the business policy to be pursued by a 
corporation, nor can 8 court prevent a party capa- 
ble of contracting from making a bad bargain. 
Neither can an unprofitable bargain, which in 
itself is not illegal or immoral, be set aside when 
made, except upon proof of fraud or mistake of 
fact amounting to at least a partial failure 
of consideration. There is no pretense that any 
such element exists in this case, nor has it been 
claimed that the Directors of the Western Union 
Company have any personal interests which con- 
Siet with a proper and faithful discharge of their 
duties toward the stockholders. Moreover, the 
defendants insist, and by affidavit have shown, 
that the lines of the Mutual Union Company were 
peeded for the more convenient and proper dis- 
patch of the business of the Western Union Com- 
pany: that they were based upon the best terms 
attainable, and that they may be reasonably ex- 
pected to yield a profit. These are matters which 
ean be determined only by the Directors and a cer- 
tain proportion of the stockholders of the Western 
Usion Company in the manner prescribed by law, 
and if they were so determined the law has been 
satisfied, and individual stockholders who are dis- 
satisfied must submit.” 

The lease of the Mutual Union’s property by the 
Western Union was made under the act of 1870, 
which provides that no such isstrument shal! be 
valid “until it shall have been ratified and ap- 
proved by athree-fifths vote of its (the oorpora- 
tion's) Board of Directors or Trustees, and also by 
the consent thereto, in writing, or by voteata gen- 
eral meeting, duly called for the purpose, of three- 
fifthain interest of the stockholders in such com- 
pany present or represented by roxy at 
such meeting.” The consent of tbree-fifths 
in interest of the stockholders of 
the Western Lnion was procured in writing, but 
Was not procured at a genera! meeting calied for 
the discussion of the projected lease, Judge 
Freedman decided that a general meeting shouid 
have been held, and said: “ The importance of the 
statutory requirement in the present case becomes 
still more apparent when the following circum- 
stances are considered: The defendants say that 
three-fifths in interest of all the stoekholders of 
the Western Union Company, on being privately 
applied to, consented in writing to the consumma- 
tion of the lease. But they furnish no list and dis- 
close no names.

It becomes important to be seen 
whether the alleged stockholders who signed the 
consent were at the time gctual bona fide stock- 
hoider:. The most suitable occasion to determine, 
in the first instance, who is or is not such a stock- 
holder isa meeting duly convened for the purpose 
on notice to ull. My final conclusion, therefore, is 
that the true interpretation of the statute corre- 
sponds with its grammatical construction; that the 
failare of the Western Union Company to obtain 
the consent of the requisite number of its stock- 
bolders ata general meeting, duly called for that 
urpose, constitutes a defect, but the only defect 
the proceedings taken for the accuirement of 
Loe lines of the Mutual Union Company, and that.in 
consequence thereof, the plaintiff, as an aggrieved 
tockholder in the Western Union, is entitled to 
ave the injunetion ageinst the consummation of 
the lease, and the payment of the consideration 
or any part thereof, continued during the pend- 
ency of the aetion. Leave, however, should ex- 
ressly be granted to the defendants. the Western 
Enion Company. to convene a general meeting of 
its stockholders for the purpose of procuring the 
consent to the lease of the requisite number ef

THE CITY’S WATER SUPPLY. 
Snnenatnetem eatetiatneetanel 
THE BILL PROPOSED BY THE COMMITTEE OF 
REFORM TO SECURE AN INCREASE. 

At the monthly meeting of the Council of 
Reform on Monday evening the principal busi- 
ness was the discussion and adoption ef a bill 
for the appointment of a commission to take 
into immediate consideration the subject of 
furnishing this City with an additional supply 
of water. The bill is similar to the one 
this Council has had in the Legislature for the 
last two years. It provides that.the commission 
shall consist of the Mayor and Controller ex officio, 
together with three citizens not otherwise con- 
nected with the City Government, who shal] be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, subject to the approval of 
the Governor of the S‘ate. This commission is te pro- 


ceed at once to determine what further supply of | 


water is required and by what meens it can be most 
eceromically and speedily furnished. The bili gives 
the commission the powers necessary to carry out 
their conclusions of deciding on the character, ex- 
tent, and location of the necessary works, and em- 
ploying. directing, and fixing tne compensation of 
all subordinates required. It makes it the duty of 
the Commissioners to execute all work and fur- 
wish all supplies by contract, to keep complete 
records of ail proceedings and operations, which 
it makes public documents, of which they are to 
cause a synopsis to be published quarterly in the 
City Hecord, and which are to be annually ren- 
dered to the Legislature, and to give every tax- 
payer and citizen of the State affected by any of 
these works a suitable hearing before avy pro- 

osed land is taken or any location or site is fiual- 
y determined on. The bill fixes the compensation 
of the three citizen Commissioners at $5,000 a 
year, makes the vote of a majority ef all 
the members of the commission necessary 
to the legality of any act, prescribes 
the method of taking property and fixing 
damages, and makes all thé expenses of these 
works payable from City bonds, not to be disposed 
of at less than par, to bear interest at not more 
than 5 per cent., redeemable in not more than 20 

ears and payable in not more tnan 50 years. in the 
Aiseretion of the Controller of the City. This bill 
has been delayed until it could be seen what action 
the Mayor's Croton Water Commission would take 
on 2 bill to give effeet to their deliberations. The 
bill was ordered to be presented in the Legislature, 
andacommittee was appointea in reference to 
calling & public meeting to promote the enactment 


of such a bill.

THE MANHATTAN COMPANY. 


HAVE ITS RIGHTS AND FRANCHISES BEEN 

, FORFEITED ? 

Alderman Kirk introduced in the Common 
Council yesterday a preamble and resolution di- 
recting the Corporation Counsel to begin proceed- 
ings to seeure the forfeiture to the Board of Snu- 
pervisors. now the Board of Aldermen, of the 
rights and franchises of the Manhattan Railway 
Company. The preamble recites that the Man- 
hattan Compazy was created under the Rapid 
Transit act of 1875, and that under that act the 
articles of association provided for the lease and 
forfeiture to the Supervisors of the County of all 


its rights and franchises in case its road was not 
compieted within the time and upon the condi- 
tions provided in the articles of association. Ac- 
cording to the articles some parts of the road were 
to be built befere May 1, 1877, and other parts be- 
fore Dee. 1, 1877, while all was to be completed on 
or before Dec. 1, 1873, The Manhattan Company, 
however, according to the preamble, was only 
created to build a road in case the New-York and 
Metropolitan Mievated Railway Companies failed 
to do so, and the time within which its road was to 
be built did not begin until the times prescribed 
for the New-York and Metropolitan Companies 
had expired. The latest date in these cases was 
Dec. 1, 1878 and the longest time the Manbattan 
Company was given in which to build its road was 
three years and 20dsys. This time began torun 
Dec. 1, 1878, and expired Dec. 20, 1881. On this 
date, the preamble continued, the rights and frap- 
chises of the Manhattan Company became forfeit- 
ec to the Supervisors. The resolution directed the 
Corporation Counsel to take the necessary action 
in the courts to havethe Manhattan's franchise 
and rights forfeited to the Surpervisors, 

Alderman O'Connor asked that the resolution be 
laid over for one week, and Alderman Kirk urged 
the board to adopt the resolution at once. Mr. 
O'Connor's motion was defeated, and the resolu- 
tion was adopted.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, far weather, winds 
mostly north-wesierly, stationary or lower tem- 
verature, higher pressure. 


The accumulation of a large reserve and 
perhaps a willingness to relieve the market 
have led the Treasury Department to antici- 
pate the redemption of the continued 5 per 
cent. bonds embraced in the one hundred 
and twenticth call. This call was made 
eearly two months ago and was for 
bonds amounting to $15,000,000, but it 
‘was not to mature until May 1, when in- 
terest would cease. The terms of the new cir- 
cular allow the presentation and redemption 
of $5,000,000 in bonds on April 4, $5,000,000 
on April 11, and $5,000,000 on April 18, but 
it will be observed that interest will be paid 
only to the date ofredemption. Although the 
department has been urged to take this course 
by those who are affected by the stringency 
of the money market, in order that some 
of the accumulated money may be released 
at once, yet itis saidin the Treasury De- 
partment that offers of this kind, 
made under similar circumstances in the 
past, have not been met by a 
prompt presentation of bonds. This offer, 
therefore, may serve to some extent as a 
test, and if the bonds should not be promptly 
presented for redemption upon the dates 
named, those who appealed to the depart- 
ment will be forced to appeal to those 
holders of the bonds who may prefer delay. 


The list of names ‘‘mentioned’’ for the 
Postmaster-Generalship grows apace. The 
one prepared in Washington and recited in 
our dispatches reads like an extract from a 
mortuary record. A couplet or two from 
the obituary poet of the period would make it 
complete. Nearly every one of the gentlemen 
included has *‘ gone to meet’”’ the politicians 
who were happily, and let us hope perma- 
nently, buried under the avalanche of votes 
thrown upon them by dissatisfied Republi- 
cans last Fall. One name among those sug- 
gested deserves more than passing comment, 
not because there is any chance of the 
President’s considering it seriously, but 
because itis put forward under false pre- 
tenses, and that is the name of Mr. Har- 
ton, whose friends ask for his promotion 
in the name of civil service reform. The 
‘ssential orincivle of that reform. as re-

gards promotion, is that it shall be based on | 


seniority and merit. The latter is indispen- 
‘sable, and Mr. Harton has none of it. His 
open and impudent hostility to reform 
would make his appointment an insult to 
public intelligence if it were made in the 
name of reform, and his narrowness, greed, 
and lack of any sense of propriety in the of- 
fice he now holds are conclusive evidence of 
his brilliant unfitness for a higher position. 

The views of a number of gentlemen of 
prominence in the Republican Party with 
reference to harmonizing the party, par- 
ticularly by means of a reorganization in 
this City, will be found in our columns this 
morning. A reorganization here is unques- 
tionably a condition precedent to any effec- 
tive party action, because no such action 
can be had without a free expression of 
views on the part of the Republicans of 
New-York, and that is seriously inter- 
fered with under the present  sys- 
tem. Mr. O’Brien, the Chairman of 
the Central Committee, announces that, at 
the next meeting of that body, propositions 
will be invited from those who desire a 
change. We trust that these will be forth- 
coming, but whether they are or not, the 
committee can itself establish the principles 
on which changes should be based, and 
they should proceed to do so. The chief 
point to be gained is absolute freedom for 
every one holding the principles of the Re- 
publican Party as laid down in the National 
platform of 1880, to have a voice in every 
party act. That granted in good faith, har- 
mony will follow. 


The discharge of young Mr. Conxitne by 
Police Justice SmirH was generally expect- 
ed, and will doubtless be still more gen- 
erally approved. The feeling of the public 
was almost completely on the side of the 
man who, so far as the evidence goes, acted 
in self-defense when he killed the paramour 
of his sister, and this feeling was rendered 
still stronger when the testimony before 
the Coroner brought out the fact that 
the man who was killed had added 
brutality to his other bad qualities by strik- 
ing the woman with whom he was living in 
criminal relations. The case was one of 
peculiarly aggravated bestiality, and the dis- 
gust of decent people over the revolting life 
of Haverstick and the woman U#LER 
was readily changed into sympathy 
But it must be noted 
after all that the killing which Conkiine 
can never cease to regret would have been 
avoided if he had gone unarmed to his 
sister's rooms. Law and virtue and the 
rights of respectable society would have 
been just as surely and completely vindicat- 
ed, and, besides avoiding the stain of blood, 
Mr. ConxLrnG would have saved his sister 
from the horrible scandal of publicity for 
her evil life. 





SPEAKERSHIP SKIRMISHING. 


There is a reason why the contest over the 
Speakership of the’next House of Represent- 
atives should begin so many months before 
the Speaker is to be chosen and should be 
waged somewhat warmly, for in it is in- 
volved the position to be taken by the Demo- 
cratic Party on more than one important 
public question. The party must some- 
how get into line }for the campaign of 
1884, and the first important step’in that di- 
rection will be taken when the House is or- 
ganized next Winter. A mistake then would 
be very likely to throw the forces into con- 
fusion and produce embarrassment from 
which extrication would be difficult. The 
leaders of the party see this, and it is not to 
be wondered at that their anxiety should be 
displayed thus early. If they can contrive 
to have the leading issues which threaten to 
divide the party fought out in advance of 
the meeting of Congress, so that on the first 
Monday of December they will be ready to 
settle them and take their position in the 
choice of the Speaker of the House, an im 
portant preliminary of the national canvass 
will be disposed of so far as they are con- 
cerned. 

But this contest has a personal as well as 
a political aspect. There are differences be- 
sides those which affect the position of the 
party on the tariff and other questions. Mr. 
Cox, of this State, is anxious to have it dis- 
tinctly understood that he is to be a candi- 
date for Speaker, and finds it necessary to 
impress upon the public mind that he is 
**seriously in the field, and there is no joke 
about it.” Why should anybody suppose 
that Mr. Cox’s candidacy was a joke? If 
anything he does is Vable to that suspicion 
he has only himself to blame for it. Mr. 
Cox is not exactly a heavy-weight in states- 
manship, but it is quite possible to take 
his pretensions seriously. He is addicted 
to nonsense at times, but he has shown a 
capacity to deal with important questions in 
a spirit of earnestness. He has made him- 
self conspicuous by his boldness in taking 
advance ground in favor of tariff reform, 
and he maintains it with a steadiness and 
stability of purpose which he has not always 
exhibited with reference to other questions. 
His chief weakness is a tendency now and 
then to play the demagogue. He is apt to 
forget the dignity and self-respect of the 
statesman in his desire to win the applause 
of the vagrant elements that pervade his 
party. When he sticks to his best convic- 

tions he is as likely to be right as almost any 
man of the party that can be named. 

One of the most prominent rivals of Mr. 
Cox is Mr. Caruisie, of Kentucky, for we 
do not imagine that Mr. BLACKBURN will be 
able to make serious inroads into the sup- 
port of the latter. CARLISLE does not differ 
widely from Cox in his convictions on pub- 
lic questions, but in personal characteristics 
the two men are decidedly unlike. The 
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ground of personal and sectional claims. ° 


On the other side Mr. Ranpatu, of 
Pennsylvania, stands pre-eminent, if not 
alone. In this respect he would have 
& great advantage if it were conceivable 
that the Democratic Party could go with 
him on the leading question that di- 
vides it. Even his friends seem to have 
little hope of that, and, accordingly, 
they are striving to sink the question itself 
out of the contest; but the futility of that is 
evident, inasmuch as it is that question 
which precipitates the contest so early and 
gives it nearly all its significance. The tariff 
and national taxation question is destined 
to enter into the political contest of next 
year. It is mainly on that question that 
the Democrats are just now divided, 
and it is on that question that they 
must needs take their position next 
Winter. They cannot prevent it from de- 
termining the Speakership contest, at least 
so far as it lies between Mr. RanpALi and 
either Cox or CARLISLE. But there is dan- 
ger to candidates in contests with three or 
more corners. It may be safely predicted 
that the issue cannot be suppressed. There 
is no probability that Mr. RANpDALL’s side 
of it will prevail, and without that he can- 
not become Speaker of the next House. The 
pronounced revenue reform candidates may 
succeed in destroying each other’s chances, 
and in that case it is possible that a man 
may be agreed upon who does not conspicu- 
ously represent either wing of the party on 
the tariff question. 

Should this be the ultimate result, the 
party contest may be postponed, but it is 
doubtful if that will prove of advantage to 
the party. The political forces will have to 
be divided in 1884 on the live questions of 
the time, and none of these has a more vital 
interest than that of national taxation and 
the relations of the Government to industrial 
interests, including that of trade on the 
ocean in all its phases. Parties cannot 
ignore these questions; they cannot be on 
both sides of them. This Speakership con- 
test is interesting and significant mainly as 
preliminary to the next great political strug- 
gle of the country. 


MADAGASOAR’S APPEAL. 


Plymouth Church has protested ‘‘in the 
name of Gop, of liberty, and of republican- 
ism’’ against French interference with the 
internal affairs of the island of Madagascar, 
and a great many amiable missionaries and 
other well-meaning persons have expressed 
their sympathy with the objects the 
Malagassy envoys hope to gain by their 
visit to this country and their indignation at 
the wanton and aggressive conduct of France. 
This is all very well, for mere resolutions, 
even when made pointed and aimed straight 
at the head of a friendly power, can do little 
harm. But it must be remembered that 
we can really do nothing for Madagas- 
car. We cannot even remonstrate with 
France for her unworthy designs upon the 
island kingdom. Our Government has re- 
ceived the envoys with the courtesy due the 
represenfatives of any independent power. 
But no official action in their interest can be 
taken. Nor will the protest of Plymouth 
Church and the indignation of the mission- 
aries stay the covetous hand of France. 
Mr. BrercHer thinks we can make our 
voice heard:in the Old World, and make an 
impression on its nations. In an affair of 
this kind, and with a nation which is pos- 
sessed with a craze for foreign conquest of 
the safe and easy kind, we fear the ‘‘im- 
pression’’ we can produce will be extremely 
faint. In short, the visit of the envoys to 
the United States will have availed scarcely 
anything beyond giving them an opportuni- 
ty to assure their sovereign of the interest 
we feel in the progress and prosperity of her 
island realm and of our sincere regret that 
she is in trouble with a stronger nation. 

This seems to be a very cold and unchris- 
tian kind of a policy. It has even been 
called by English journals a selfish and in- 
human policy. Butitis nevertheless just 
and right. The charge of selfishness, when 
brought against a Government on such 
grounds, is very silly. The first duty of a 
Government is to the people who made it 
and sustain it. It must put their in- 
terests above those of all the rest 
of the world. It cannot engage in 
adventures or interfere in quarrels when 
they have nothing at stake, and it must not 
undertake excursions for the relief of* dis- 
tressed nationalities on sentimental grounds 
alone. Misled by the analogy of private 
conduct, many men of humane feeling, 
when in posts of national responsibility, 
have adopted and carried out the opposite 
policy. Such mistakes have led to wars 
and suffering ten times more deplorable than 
the original wrong. 

The people of the United States are now, 
after many years’ experience of its satisfac- 
tory workings, thoroughly convinced of the 
justice and propriety of the policy of non- 
interference. Yet efforts are often made to 
get our Government to meddle in affairs 
with which we have not the remotest con- 
cern. The hope has been expressed that 
some form of remonstrance against the 
unprovoked conquest of the west coast of 
Madagascar would be sent to France by our 
State Department. Ignorance is the only 
plea that may be urged in palliation of this 
kind of folly. When the Jews of Russia 
were being whipped, robbed, and murdered 
two years ago, the State Department sent 
many communications on the subject to our 
Minister at St. Petersburg. But in the con- 
ferences of Minister Foster with M. pg 
GIERS no remonstrance, protest, or request 
was officially urged except in behalf of 
American citizens. On the 29th of July, 

1881, Mr. Buarxe wrote Minister Fostrr

treaty obligations.”” Such instructions 
did Mr. Buarse give when his 
mind was clear of personal schemes 
and no private ambitions or aims confused 
his official action. For a most effective 
illustration of the evils of the opposite policy 
we have but to turn to the consequences of 
his unwarrantable interference in the war 
between Chili and Peru. His bullying pol- 
icy of peacemaking on the west coast made 
peace impossible and has had the most 
lamentable results. 

Of course it is always proper to make a 
tender of our diplomatic good offices between 
belligerents, but any such offer in the case of 
Madagascar would be an amazing imperti- 
nence to France, for that power has not yet 
made war on the people of the island. If 
she should do so it would be, according to her 
own claim, to establish her rights. We may 
not believe she has any rights at all in Mada- 
gascar, but we cannot properly appoint our- 
Selves a judge of that question and ask its 
reference to us. In case of a gross outrage 
and extreme barbarity we might express 
the hope that France would see her 
way clear to abate the severity of 
her action. Less than a year ago 
Secretary FRELINGHUYSEN sent instructions 
to Mr. Horrman at St. Petersburg author- 
izing him to state, ‘‘ with all proper defer- 
ence,”’ that “‘ the feeliag of friendship which 
the United States entertain for Russia prompts 
the Government to express the hope that 
the imperial Government will find means 
to cause the persecution of these unfortunate 
fellow-beings [the Jews] to cease.” But 
the presentation of such messages is a deli- 
cate matter, and might easily become a 
cause of serious offense. They are justi- 
fiable only in extreme cases, and where the 
services of a Minister of great experience 
and tact can be had. It is clear that the 
occasion for such action in behalf of Mada- 
gascar has not yet arisen. England has as 
yet ventured merely to express her “‘ sur- 
prise’ at the course of France, and her in- 
terests in the Indian Ocean are much greater 
than ours. 


OVERTAKEN AT LAST. 


The action taken yesterday by the Grand 
Jury in Washington adds to the list of de- 
fendants in star route cases to be tried here- 
after « well-known and skillful politician, 
who has for some time been regarded by 
keen observers as a favorite of fortune. Not 
long after the beginning of the star route in- 
vestigation it was whispered that records 
and other testimony indicated that the Hon. 
WittmMm Pirr KeEtioee, then United 
States Senator from Louisiana, had received 
a share of the pecuniary proceeds of some of 
Brapy’s orders for the expedition of mail 
service. Some prejudiced persons, who 
had learned to regard him as the per- 
sonification of all bad qualities which 
were associated in their minds with 
the word ‘‘carpet-bagger,’”’ received the 
accusation as proof of a misdemeanor 
insignificant in comparison with the politi- 
cal crimes of which they believed him to be 
guilty. Others, who admitted his courage 
and ability, who were disposed to give him 
credit for his administration in Louisiana, 
and who were familiar with his adroitness, 
held their peace and awaited the result of 
the inquiry with curiosity. They be- 
lieved that the suspected man, if really 
guilty, would exhaust all the resources 
of political and personal influence 
in the struggle to escape from the toils of 
the law, and their knowledge of his skill 
and power led them to expect that he would 
win. In the meantime the object of their 
attention was not visibly disturbed. Ap- 
parently supported by a belief that he was 
innocent, he did not neglect his duties. His 
seat in the Senate was seldom vacant; he 
continued to be an almoner of desirable of- 
fices, and his trim figure and handsome face 
were seen as frequently as ever on the streets 
of the capital and in the corridors of the de- 
partments. He was calm and cheerful, 
and the accusation seemed to be unworthy 
of his consideration» 

Time passed on, and Mr. Jonn A. Wausau, 
the banker, summoned by the Government, 
appeared in Washington with a formidable 
bundle of papers. Brapy, the Dorseys, 
and their companions had been indicted and 
were on trial. Mr. Wats and other wit- 
nesses enlightened the Grand Jury, and an 
indictment was found against Brapy and 
JAMES B. Price. The testimony given had 
been in relation to the very transactions 
upon which the original accusation against 
the Senator from Louisiana had _ been 
founded, but the Senator had _ escaped. 
‘Once more .the favorite of fortune,” 
said those who were acquainted with the 
evidence, and who still regarded the 
Senator with curiosity. Nothing disturbed 
his serenity. But one of the Government’s 
prosecutors whose entire attention had been 
given to the case on trial discovered tha 
the Grand Jury had done only a part of its 
duty, and that the evidence presented 
had involved at least one person beyond 
the two who were indicted. He de- 
cided that this evidence should be 
heard once more. His associates con- 
sented, and an extraordinary session of 
a new Grand Jury was called. The Senator 
was again in danger, but he exhibited no 
sign of alarm. The jury solemnly heard the 
evidence, completely ignored it, and returned 
to their places of business. Some persons 
were surprised, but others smiled. The 
Senator must be invulnerable; there seemed 
to be no spot upon him where the arrows of 
the law could make a wound. 

But the charm was to undergo another 
and amore severe test. - The proceedings 
before the Grand Jury had been concealed 
from the werld. They were to be sent 
broadcast over the country, so that even 
those who ran might read. The story was 
told, the checks and papers were published, 
and the case was submitted to the 
great grand jury of the people. This 
was the turning point in the  prose- 
cution of a band of public robbers. 
Without reterence to the effect of those 
proceedings upon the attempt to prosecute 
the Senator from Louisiana, it may be 
said that the publication of Mr. Watsn’s 
story and his documentary evidence, fol- 
lowed by his testimony in Judge Wyr1ig’s 
court, gave an impetus to the work of 
the Government which was sorely need- 
ed, and showed that the defend- 
ing combination was not beyond the 
reach of law. But it would not be 
fair to say that the Senator from Louisiana

No one can always be fortunate. There 
comes a time in the lives of men, favored 
though they may have been beyond all 
reasonable expectation, when good fortune 
flies away and adverse circumstances pre- 
vail. The Government, reinforced by 
Price, the contractor, has at last secured 
the indictment of him who was Senator and 
is now a Representative of his adopted 
State. The pursuers have been baffled many 
times, but they have never lost the trail. 
Nevertheless, those who know the wonder- 
ful resources of Mr. Kenuoae, his adroit- 
ness, and his calm poise, will not expect to 


see his serenity shaken. 
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THE PERENNIAL FILLEY. 

During the first Administration of the 
first President of the United States, Wasn- 
INGTON, as we are credibly informed by the 
historians of that remote period, was con- 
siderably troubled with his Cabinet appoint- 
ments. The young Republic was ina con- 
dition of chaos, and the “shrieks of lo- 
cality,’’ although not so widely distributed 
as now, were imperative and shrill. The 
question of the Postmaster-Generalship, we 
are told, gave the Father of his Coun- 
try much anxiety and many sicepless 
nights. WasHINGTON desired to ap- 
point to that high office Mr. Samvuz. 
Oscsoop, of Massachusetts. But he had 
already agreed to give the - joint office of 
Secretary of War and Secretary of the Navy 
to his old companion-in-arms, Gen. Henry 
Knox, of Maine. To be sure, Knox had 
not worked the primaries for the Parent of 
the Republic as Oscoop had; but he was 
WASHINGTON’S right-hand man, so to speak, 
all through the Revolution,‘and he had prior 
claims. lt was manifestly improper to take 
two Cabinet officers from a singie State, for 
Maine was then only a district of Massachu- 
setts and did not become a sovereign State 
until long afterward. To complicate mat- 
ters still further, the far West con- 
tributed another candidate for the office 
of Postmaster-General. It was resolved 
by the hunters and trappers of Missouri, 
that nothing could more amply fortify the 
Administration of President Wasnineron 
against the assaults of its secret and open 
enemies than the appointment of Coauncry 
IL Fruuey, of St. Louis. To say that he 
who was first in war, first in peace, and 
first in the hearts of his countrymen, was 
bothered at last, but feebly describes the 
difficulties of the situation. Everybody 
knows the sequel. The President cut the 
gordian knot by making Knox Secretary of 
War and the Navy, and SamveL Oscoop 
Postmaster-General. Then Mr. CHauncey 
I. Frmiuey went home to St. Louis and told 
the buffalo-hunters that WaAsHrmneTon’s 
Administration would go to pieces in just six 
months. 

From that day until the present Mr. 
Cravuncey I. FIuiey has been the perennial 
candidate for the office of Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. We must not lose sight of the fact 
that Mr. Coauncey I. Fruuey has been at 
odd times a candidate for other offices, and 
that he has also held office. Indeed, he at 
one time came so near being Postmaster- 
General that he was Postmaster of St 
Whether this was in the eocene 
pliocene period of American politics we 
cannot undertake ‘to say. But the main 
fact is uncontroverted. He actually was 
Postmaster of St. Louis. But the main 
purpose of his life, from the foundation of 
the Republic until now, has been to get into 
the Cabinet, his preference always being 
for the office of Postmaster-General. To 
this end all of his energies have been 
directed, although he has, in moments of 
extreme depression and discouragement, ex- 
pressed a willingness to take the mission to 
England, the office of Treasurer of the 
United States, the Governorship of Alaska, 
the diplomatic agency at Barataria, and 
various other important and lucrative posi- 
tions that have gone begging for somebody 
to accept them. 

\Next to the spectacle of a good man 
struggling with adversity, there is no spec- 
tacle more touching than that of an able 
statesman being continually pursued by an 
office that never catches up with him. This 
has been the fate of Mr. Caacunery IL. Fi1- 
LEY. From WASHINGTON to ARTHUR, suc- 
cessive Presidents have desired to put Mr. 
FinuEyY into the Cabinet; and yet he 
has never got there. Death, resignations, 
and political complications have caused 
many vacancies in the Presidential 
Cabinet, as years have passed. And 
whenever a vacancy has_ happened, 
the name of Mr. Cuauncey L. Finuer has 
invariably been ‘‘ mentioned’’ for the place. 
If one were required to number the times

been ‘‘ mentioned,’’ he would evade the 
difficulty of his task by enumerating the 
times when it has not been mentioned. 
This would be far easier. Of late years, say 
since the end of ANDREW JOHNSON’s term, 
it has chiefly fallen to the lot of that sterling 
patriot and honest man, Mr. GrorceE C.

A CELEBRATFD ASTRONOMER.

JHE HOTELS LEASED BY JAMES H. BRESLIN 
—PROJECTED IMPROVEMENTS. 

Leases were signed yesterday which give to 
James H. Breslin, of the Gilsey House, the control 
of the Manhattan Beach property at Coney Island, 
including both the Manhattan Beach and Oriental 
Hotels, for the coming season. ' Mr. Breslin has had 
for several years past the management of the 
Brighton Beach Hétel, which he relinquished at 
the close of last season. Under his management 


the Manhattan Beach Hotel will be run on the 
European plan and the Oriental on the American 
plan, as they have been conducted during 
the past two seasons. The table d’hdte 
dinners, so agreeable a feature of the latter hotel 
fn the past, will be continued, and meals & la carte 
will be the feature at the Manhattan Beach Hotel. 
These will be served under the management of G. 
F. Seger, who has been the chef at Brighton Beach 
Hotel, assisted by a number of expertsin cooking 
yet to be selected. The chief clerk at the Manhat- 
tan Beach Hotel will be Walter Keith, who is now 
at the Southern Hotel, in St. Louis, and who has 
been a familiar figure at Brighton Beach for sev- 
eral years past. The Manhattan Beach Hotel will 
be opened, as usual, on Decoration Day, May 30, 
and the Oriental will probably be opened July 12. 
A number of marked improvements will be made 
before the seasor opens, and work upon some of 
these has already been begun. The picnic pavilion 
which stands between the Manhattan Beach and 
Oriental Hotels, some distance back from the shore, 
will be removed 259 feet further north, as close to 
the railroad track as is permissidle. A lawn dotted 
with flower beds will be construeted between the 
two hotels, in the centre ef which will bea paeorey 
leading from the one to the other, and the plank 
walk now existing will be done away with. An- 
other improvement will be the construction of a 
driveway from the Oriental Hotel north, to con- 
nect by means of a wagon bridge over the inlet to 
Sheepshead Bay, so that guests may drive from 
the hotel to Brooklyn over the Ocean Parkway and 
direct to the Sheepshead Bay race-eourse. Bothof 
the hotels will be thoroughly renovated, repainted, 
and improved in minor details which go to the 
comfort of guests, and this work is already well 
under way. Music will. in all probability, be fur- 
pished at Manhattan Beach by P. S. Gilmore's 
Band. An effort will be made to make 
the musical programmes Manhattan Beach 
and the parlor entertainments at the Orien- 
tal a more attractive feature than ever. The 
pyrotechnic displays will, as heretofore, be under 
the direction of Mr. Payne. The Manhattan Beach 
Company contemplate the development of the ad- 
vantages of the beach east of the Oriental Hotel 
for bathing purposes, a plan which has not been 
arsued in the past. There is a fine strétch of

THE LONG VERMONT CENTRAL 
LITIGATION ENDED. 

A DECREE OF FORECLOSURE THE FIRST STEP 
IN A REORGANIZATION AFTER THIRTY 
YEARS SPENT IN THE COURTS. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., March 27.—In the United 

States Court here to-day the celebrated Vermont 

Central Rafiroad litigation was brought to an end. 

In the eases of Francis A. Brooks and other holders 

of the firat mortgage bonds against the Vermont 

Central Railroad and others, a decree of fore- 

closure was entered by arrangement between the 

litigants, and the other cases, eight in number, 
were discontinued. They have been in the State 
and Federal courts nearly 20 years. The reorgan- 
ization of the Central Vermont Company will now 
be immediately effected. 

Boston, March 27.—The negotiations which 
have resulted in the ending of the celebrated Ver- 
mont Central Railroad litigation have been mostly 


carried on in this city. ey have been pending 
since Jast November, whén the proposition was 
made to Francis A. Brooks, of the Vermont aad 
Canada, to purchase his bonds and to secure fore- 
closure by agreement. The assent of the various 
classes of securities was obtained to the re- 
organization scheme, and after many ettempts a 
form of mortgage satisfactory to all parties 
in interest was adopted. Mr. Brooks, deeming 
some of the terms unfavorable to the interests of 
the Vermont and Canada, resigned as President 
and Director of that company, and Col. Albert G, 
Clarke was elected President. Meantime the pos- 
session of Mr. Brooks’s bonds was necessary to the 
carrying out of the foreelosure by the Central Ver- 
mont managers, and the negotiations to secure 
them under the terms at first proposed having 
failed. a new basis for the transfer was formulated 
and several consultations were held by ex-Gov. 
J. Gregory Smith, President of the Central 
Vermont; Mr. Brooks, and the counsel for 
both parties. A settlement was at last reached 
near the end of last week. The Advertiser ascer- 
tains that Gov. Smith purchased both the Vermont 
Central bonds and the Vermont and Canada stock 
owned by Mr. Brooks. This cleared off all ob- 
stacies to the completion of the reorganization, 
and to-day’s decree of foreclosure was the result.

continue to operate the roads under a lease from 
the new company. The line of the Vermont and 
Canada extends from Burlington, Vt., to Rouse's 
Point, N. Y., on the Canada line, and that of the 
Vermont Central from Windsor to Burlington. On 
Aug. 24, 1849, the Vermont Central leased the Ver- 
mont and Canada, which had a capital of $3,000,000, 
and no bonded debt, agreeing to pay 8 per cent. on 
the Vermont and Canada stock as rental, secured 
by a mortgage on its own road. In 1852 tho Ver- 
mont Central defaulted in the interest on its bonds, 
and went into the hands of Receivers. In Decem- 
ber, 1854, it made default in its rental] to the Ver- 
mont and Canada, and since then the matter has 
been in almost constant litigation.

THE DIAMOND MINE VICTIMS. 
BrRarpwoop, Il, March 27.—There has been 
no change in the situation at the Diamond shaft 
since last night.

A REMARKABLE FAILURE. 


DETAILS REGARDING THE FLIGHT OF MAR- 
KLE—THE EXTENT OF THE SUSPENSION. 
PITTSBURG, March 27.—The failure of C. P. 

Markle & Co. is, perhaps, the most remarkable and 

surprising mercantile event that ever took piace 

in this city. There was no legitimate reason for it 
and there is no exeuse. A firm with assets worth 
from $900,000 to $1,000,000 and with liabilities of 
not quite $400,000 has been wrecked simply be- 
cause the chief of the house willfully left it with- 
out the means of paying current expenses. Mr. 
Krider, chief book-keeper of the firm, has had the 
management of the details of the business in his 
hands for some time. He is a very competent man, 
and it was of ceurse through no fault of his that 
the crash came. After the consultation with tho 
attorneys and friends of the firm Mr. Krider went 


to Chicago after Capt. Markle, found him without 
much difficulty, and succeeded in persuading him 
to sign an assignment. Markle did not offer any 
expianation for his conduct beyond a statement 
that he felt tired and wanted to havearest. He 
had been drinking bard, and was under the influ- 
ence of jiquor at the time. 

He made no offer to return any of the money, 
although told of the effect his action would have, 
and, as it was his own, of course it could not be 
taken from him in any legal way. Mr. Krider ar- 
rived home from Chicago on the morning train. 
The assignment to Mr. Jesse H. Lippincott was 
made in the Westmoreland County Court, and 
there the appraisers will be appointed in the 
course of a day or two. The_ appraisers, 
under the Assignment law, will place a 
valuation on the assets in tne hands of the 
Assignee, and the court will then fix the amount of 
the Assignee’s bonds. This will be done within 
the next 30 days. Naturally, Mr. Lippincott has 
but little to say about the situation of affairs, 
owirg to the limited opportunity he has had for 
examining the books and accounts. He was at 
work until after 9 o’elock last night, and to-day Mr. 
Krider and P. C. Knox, Eeq., bis counsel, were in 
consultation foralengtime. There were rumors 
about town to-day that there was some hidden 
cause for Capt. Markle’s departure, and the nature 
of it was variously stated by the gossips. This 
was mentioned to Mr. Lippincott, who said: 

“There was no reason whatever, as far as I 
know, for Mr. Markle’s departure. Do you know 
of any reason, Krider ?” he asked, turning to that 
gentleman. 

* No, Ido not,” answered Mr. Krider: “I have 
no idea in the world why he left, and I am sure 
there was no particular cause for it.” 

“It wasan action based on pure cussedness,” 
continued Mr. Lippincott. “Of ceurse, Mr. 
Krider could not get anv of the money Mr. 
Markle had with him in Chicago. It was 
his own money. and as there are assets enough 
here to pay all debts. he could not be forced to 
giveitup. He did not go away with any one, nor 
did he meet anybody in Chicago, It was the break- 
ing down of a man who had been worried and who 
did not take the least care of himself. I do not 
think this case has a parallel in the commercial 
history of the country. I cannot understand 
why a man who owns such a fine business 
should not be careful and proud of it 
instead of taking such a means as this of destroy- 
ing it. The assets are certainly worth from $900,- 
000 to $1,000,000, and the liabilities will not run 
over $400,000. We do not find any new claims 
coming in which we were not aware of, but all of 
the debts seem to be on the books. We have 
formed no plans and will not forsome time to come. 
We will run the works until the stock on hand 
is used up, and by that time we will de- 
termine what to do. I am not at liberty to 
state the details of the nature of the liabilities nor 
to give the names of the creditors. There is no 
sort of doubt but what all the debts will be paid. 
We bave not heard from Mr. Markie since Mr. 
Krider left him. We eannot tell exactly how much 
money Mr. Markle took with him, but it is between 
$55,000 and $60,000, as near as we can judge. He 
has been preparing for his departure for some time. 
He drew the $13,000 for the pay-ro]l on Thursdey, 
but he began drawing money from the banks and 
the firm here about two weeks ago. The whole 
thing was the freak of a drunken man.” 

From other sources it was learned that tho 
amount which Markle & Co. lest by the failure of 
Taylor & Co., of Chieago, was $40,000, and not 
$29,000 as stated. About two weeks ago some of 
Markle’s friends raised $30,000 for him to take up 
the Taylor paper, and it isnot known whether he 
need the money for that purpose or not. He has 
been very much worried of late by his troubles and 
by the fact that the pulp-works at Markleton did 
not pay as well as was expected, and he drank 
more than usual.

Sexsmith to be one-third greater. The firm owes 
$102,000 to banks in Oshkosh, some at St. Paul, 
Green Bay, and Neenah. The firm was unable to 
negotiate a loan from the banks here to pay the 
amount now due their hands and loggers at Supe- 
rior City, and will make an assignment. They are 
now looking for a proper man for Assignee. Sen- 
ator Sawyer was asked to serve in that capacity, 
but declined.

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NOTED THIEVES CAPTURED. 


SHOPLIFTERS AND BURGLARS FALL INTO 
THE HANDS OF THE POLICE, 

While passing through West Twenty-third- 
street yesterday afternoon, Detective Sergeant 
Frink saw two professional thieves—Thomas Rielly, 
alias Henry Harrison, and Frederick Harrison, alias 
**Doc”’ Burnton, walking ahead of him. He fol- 
lowed and saw them enter the clothing store of 
Wade & Cummings, under the Grand Opera-house. 
Frink also entered the store and saw the thieves 
examining the stock. The detective busied him- 
self in selecting a Spring suit, and the better to 
watch the men went into ene of the curtainea 
Gressing-rooms, where he divested himself of 


his coat and vest and came out in his 
shirt-sleeves. In a little while Frink saw 
Reilly go into the dressing-room, which he had 
just vacated, with a pair of trousers in his hand, 
ostensibly to try them on. 
Reilly and detected him in the act of trarsferring 
bis (Frink’s) watch from the vest, which was lying 
on a chair,into the left-hand poeket of Reilly’s 
trousers. Frink seized the thief and the latter 
thereupon attempted to draw a revolver from the 
right-hand pocket of his trousers. Fortunately for 
the officer, tne hammer of the revolver caught in 
the lining of the pocket, and before Reilly could 
release it he was overpowered and disarmed. His 
companion was detained by the employes of tke 
store until an officer arrived. On being searched, a 
coat which he had stolen from one of the counters 
in the store was found concealed in the seat of his 
trousers. How be managed to transfer the coat 
from the counter to his trousert witheut detection 
jsamystery. Both the thieves were taken to Po- 
lice Head-quarters and locked up. Reilly has been 
but five days out of Sing Sing Prison, where he 
served aterm of two years forburglary. ‘* Doc” 
burnton has been heretofore known as a skillful 
forger, and was formerly associated with * Andy” 
Roberts and Gleasen, who were responsible for 
the issue of forged bonds of the New-York Central 
and Buffalo and Erie Railroads many years ago. 
On Monday Mrs. Mary Woerz, the wife of Joseph 
Voerz, a journeyman jeweler. occupying apart- 
ments in the tenement-house No. 130 East Houston- 
street, reported to Inspector Byrnes tkat on Sun- 
day, during the absence of the family, their apart- 
ments were broken into aad robbed of jewelry 
consisting chiefly of gold watches, chains, and 
lockets, and valued at $1,000. The property be- 
longed to Woerz’s employers, and had been in- 
trusted to him torepair. Mrs. Weerz incidentally 
mentioned while in conversation with the In- 
spector that @ woman knowa as Mrs, Norris 
had said that her rooms had also been 
entered on the same day and robbed of 
clothing and $39 in money. Detective Sergeants 
Fields and Williamson were sent to the house to 
investigate the robbery and diseovered that Mrs. 
Norris and ber husband had vacated their rooms 
and disappeared. Tke officers traced them to the 
tenement-house No. 9 Second-avenue, where it 
was learned that they had hired the rooms, but 
had not yet occupied them. The detectives, yes- 
terday afternoon, saw “Jack Riley” and _ his wife, 
Annie, known to them as professional thieves, oall 
at the house and inguire for Norris. When 
they learned that the new tenants 
not arrived they went up to the 
rooms and sat down to wait for them. 
Presently Thomas Norris, alias “ Big Combo,” and 
his wife, Annie, arrived and wenttothe rooms they 
had engaged. The officers then paid them a visit, 
and arrested the two men and their wives. The 
apartments were searched, and some of the jew- 
eiry stolen from Woerz’s rooms was found there. 
The prisoners were taken to the Central Office and 
Norris and his wife were identi- 
fied by Mrs. Woerz as the persons who had report- 
ed that their rooms were entered on the same day 
that the jewelry was stolen. Norris was an asso- 
ciate of Bill Bartiett in the Planet Mills robbery, in 
Brooklyn, in 1877, and was sentenced to 20 years’ 
imprisonment for complicity in that erime. He

PROVISIONS, WHEAT, AND CORN STRONGER— 
—INCREASED SUPPLY OF CORN. 


CuicaGco, March 27.—The leading produce 
markets to-day were not active, but firm. Grain 
held up well—in spite of reports of rain in Califor- 
nia—for wheat, and amore liberal inspection of 
eorn here than ever before, while provisions were 
firmer, with some fears of manipulation, especially 
in lard. 

Provisions were moderately active and generally 
stronger. Pork advanced 20 cents and closed 124% 
cents above the latest prices of Monday at $18 2744 
to $18 30 for May. Lard advanced 15 cents and 
closed at an imfgrovement of 5 cents at 
$11 30 bid for fPMay. Short ribs closed 


12% cents highe at $9 9 for May. 
There was no material change in the quota- 
tions from Liverpool), but the local hog market was 
firmer, with a small supply and the market for 
product boomed during the first hour, after which 
it slowly lagged back, as there was little demand 
at the higher prices. Some local shorts were filled 
in early, and it was rumored that they were being 
filled by a Milwankee firm, which loaded up with 
May lard recentiy.

TROUBLES WITH THE INDIANS. 


TRYING TO CAPTURE SPIECHEE—OUTBREAK 
OF UMATILLA INDIANS FEARED. 

MUSKOGEE, Indian Territory, March 27.— 
Gen. Porter has disbanded his forces, and they 
have gone home, with the exception of a few 
scouts, leaving the United States troops to capture 
Spiechee and his men. At the last account they 
had not yet reached his camp, 15 miles west of the 
Sac and Fox Agency. No doubt he will surrender 
to them without resistance as he would have done 
to the Creeks had he not been afraid that he 
would be ill-treated. Sleeping Rabbitt was killed 
while trying to escape last Wednesday. A de- 
tachment of Thorp’s army. discovered some of 
Spiechee’s scouts and cave chase, capturing one. 


They questioned him as to Spiechee’s whereabouts 
and his forces, butas he would teil nothing they 
took him out and shot him dead. There are ru- 
mors here of more killing on the rame plan, but 
there is nothing authentic. News reached here 
last night of another murder near Eufala last week. 
About 20 Chieote men left that place, and they 
discovered a Spiechee man named Echoely Harge, 
and without more ado killed him. 


San Francisco, March 27.—A dispatch 
from Portland, Oregon, says: ‘There are rumors 
of an outbreak of the Umatilla Indians. One re- 
port says that 400 left their reservation and refused 
toreturn. Another says that they have gathered 
at the river for their annual salmon fishing. Spe- 
cial dispatches report that numbers zre crossing 
the Columbia River into Washington. Their object 
a aes known. There have been no hostilities thus 

A Tombstone dispatch says: ‘“ Yesterday Capt. 
Charles Young arrived from Swisshelms and re- 
ported a fight between five Apache Indians and 
himself and Frank Leslie on Sunday last. The In- 
dians laid siege to a house and kept up a steady fire 
from behind the rocks all the afternoen. They set fire 
to the country in order to burn them out, but not 
succeeding they attempted to shell them out. 
Capt. Young is positive that several Indians were 
killed. The next morning a detachment of the 
Sixth Cavalry arrivea. Young heard a number of 
shots in the Sulphur Spring Valley. and he thinks 
that the ranchers were attacked. The country for 
miles bas been burned and cattle run off.” 


RicHMOND, New-Mexico, March 27.—The 
Indians attacked the camp of Palmer and Emerick, 
about 10 miles east of York’s ranch, at 3 o’clock 
Tonerter, John Haynes and a stranger were 

ilied: John Emerick is missing, and supposed to 
have been also killed. The other men in camp es- 
caped to York’s ranch. ‘fhe military line between 
this point—Fort Bayard and Fort Cummings—has 
been abandoned. It is reported that a large band 
of Indians is secreted in the mountains north of 
York's ranch. 

John Parks, who has just arrived, reports that 
the Indians attacked Irving’s station, seven miles 
south of York’s, killing five men. 

It is believed that the Indians who attacked Ir- 
ving’s station are San Carlos renegades moving 
south to join other hostiles, and together to 
try and foree their way into Mexico. Col. 
Forsythe has been erdered out with four companies 
of the Fourth Cavalry. The Mexican General, F. 
Nere, with a large body of troops at Chihuahua 
and Sonoro, in conjunetion with the United States 
troops, will commence a vigorous campaign. Tho 
depredations so far are confined to Arizona.

San CARLOS, Arizona March 25. 
Teller, Secretary, Washington : 

Excepting those in vicinitv of Camp Apache, all res- 
ervation Indians came in this morning, were carefully 
counted, and ali present or accounted for beyond rea- 
sonable doubt. am very confident that the Indians 
committing depredations are of Juh’s band of rene- 
gades from Old Mexico. Indians here, without excep- 
tion, express desire to fight renegades if they come, 
and they show no signs of dissatisfaction. On the eon- 
trary, are well disposed. WILCOX, Agent. 


WHIPPLE BARRACKS, Arizona, March 26, 1883. 
Secretary Telier, Washington, 

Your dispatch received. The outrages just reported 
have been committed by a small raiding party of the 
Chiricahua Apaches coming back from Mexico, where 
they have been living since they Jeft here one year 
ago. Up to the present moment seven persons are 
known to have been killed on our side of the boundary. 
The troops are in pursuit. So far as the threats made 
by the people of Tombstone are concerned. I am in full 
sympathy with them, and should be glad to learn that 
the last of the Chiricahuas was under ground. They 
are an incorrigible lot. Ten yeara ago, when other 
Apache bands were whipped on to the reservation, the 
Chiricahuas were specially excluded by the Govern- 
ment from this subjugation. since then it is pelieved 
that they have killed not less than 1,000 persons in this 
country and in Mexico. They areconstantly trying to 
stir up mischief among the Agency Indians, and so 
long as they can run back and forth acrossthe border 
this Territory and Mexico must look out for trouble. 
They are the worst band of Indians in America. The 
Agency Indians are behaving well, not one has left the 
San Carlos, and their assistance can be relied upon in 
case all of the Chiricahvas return, as they may do if 
. pressed by the Mexican troops or the desire of plunder.

MR. EGAN AGAIN DECLARES THAT THEY

Cxicaco, March 27.—In reply to the charges 
of Lady Florenee Dixie against Patrick Egan, 
Treasurer of the Land League, Mr. Egan was in- 
terviewed to-day, and gave his version of the con- 
troversy.

ROBBED AT A PICNIC. 

Locxrronrt, N. Y., March 27.—At the village 
of Olcott, on the shore of Lake Ontario, 12 miles

that Blake held the complainant, and that Duggan 
went through his pockets.

PEACE AND HARMONY 


THE NECESSITY OF A UNITED 
PARTY APPARENT. 

VIEWS OF CITY REPUBLICANS UPON THE 
REUNION OF THE FACTIONS OF THE 
PARTY AGAINST DEMOCRACY. 

The Republicans of this City, as well as the 
members of the party in the remainder of the 
State, as shown in Tae Times of Monday, are fully 
alive to the necessity of reuniting the Republicans 
of all shades of opinion in order to present a solid 
front to the Democratic Party in the coming cam- 
paigns. The opinions of leading men, given be- 
‘ow, show that all are ready to take measures to 
vring about the desired harmony. 

Dr. Pierre C. Van Wyck, Superintendent of the 

Assay Office and President of the Second Assem- 

oly District Association, says that the time has un- 

loubtedly come when the different elements of 
the Republican Party must be fused or the coun- 
iry will be captured by the Democrats next year. 

“It is always a good time,” said Dr. Van Wyck, 

‘*to husband one’s strength when the opposition 

eems to be weakening, and I think that the Dem- 

xcrats are weakening now. They are betraying the 
lesire to push their party policy to extreme points, 
ind this is thoroughly disgusting those Republi- 
sans who voted for them or stayed away from the 
polls last Fall. There never was a more favorable 
time for reorganization and reunion in the party, 
but to effect this properly consultation and for- 
bearance are necessary. While I think that the 
complaints made against our organization in this 
City are, generally speaking, unjust, ldo think that 
some of our rules might be a little more 
temperate, and better framed to suit the 
public necessities and ideas. I think that our iron- 
vlad constitution is pretty hard on some gentle- 
men who are exeluded from the Central Commit- 
tee because they happen to hold office undera 
Democrstio Mayor. But the present committee is 
not responsible forthe constitution, and it will be 


found very difficult to change it, requiring, as it 
floes, a vote of two-thirds of the association. If 
the attempt to harmonize the party is sincere, I 
don’t see why it should not succeed now, but if it 
means that one side must take up its hat and move 
off, while the other is to step in, I’m afraid that the 
— will be very poer. Men don’t do things 

that way in —* apy more than in any other 
business. I beheve, however, that with the exer- 
vise of ordinary wisdom we will stand a good 
chance to carry the Presidential election in 1884. 
The late elections have thoroughly aroused Repub- 
ticans to the situation, and disciplined them for the 
eoming great campaign. Our experience with the 
present Legislature shows us how extremely short- 
sighted we should be to trust the. national Govern- 
ment to the care of the Democrats, and the innate 
vitality of the Republican Party will inspire a des- 

rate struggle to prevent the country from pass- 
Oe into the control of the Democracy.” 

Col. Charles 8. Spencer, First Vice-President of 
the Central Committee, is enthusiastic over the 
prospects of union and harmony inthe party. ‘I 
delieve,"’ he said, “that there will be a thorough 
and successful reorganization, and,that we shall go 
into the canvass next Fallasaunit. There is no 
earthly reason why Republicans should not be 
united. We are not divided on any great publie 
question in the State. Our faith is the same, and 
our difficulties have been in regard to personal 
questiuns, not on any vital issue that concerns the 
people. Ali Republicans are fully alive to the fact 
that unless we do unite and act togetner a 
Democratic President will be elected in 
sss, and a common danger will 
al any body of men_ together. 
far as the regular organization in _ this 
City is concerned,” said Col. Spencer, “I don't 
think the complaints against it are well founded. 
It may have made mistakes, and probably has, 
but it has performed for the Republican Party of 
this State and Nationa great work. It saved the 
State to Garfield, and under its direction, and as 
the result of its labor, more thar 80,000 Republi- 
ean votes were cast for the Presidency in 1880. I 
believe, however. that if the best interestsfof the 
Republican Party require it there is not a promi- 
nent man connected with the ular organization 
who will not cheerfuily unite with all Kepublicans 
in forming one compact and formidable organiza- 
tion. The charge that many of ourleaders hold 
offices is answered by the fact that by tkeir labor 
‘or, and devotion to, the party, they deserve ali 
that they have. I have talked witha great many 
of the leaders, and they all expressa desire that 
an amicable and just organization shall be made as 
300n as practicable, which shall include every man 
who wishes to vote the Republican ticket, and I 
think that the event will demonstrate that in that 
organization these same leaders will be found still 
to possess the confidence wf the party.” 

* [have no eonfidence whazever,”’ said Sheridan 
Shook, “ in any reorganization that can be brought 
abeut through the men who now control the ma- 
chine in this City. Of course, this is the proper 
time for uniting the Republican Party, but in my 
judgment no reorganization that emanates from 
the Central Committee or the state Committee 
will satisfy the Republicans of this City or State. 
These fellows see the party on the verge of ruin, 
which means to them the loss of their offices, and 
now they are trying to humbug the peeple again. 
If they mean business, the proper way to reorgan- 
ize the City is through some gentlemen who should 
be designated by outside persons. There are 
plenty of good men to be found to do that 
work, and do it efficiently, outside of the ma- 
chine. Republicans of known standing could 
be designated who would have no interests to 
serve eXcept those of the Republican Party, and 
their work would inspire confidence, not only in 
this City and State, but throughout the country. 
There is no question of the necessity of reuniting 
the party, and defeat stares us in the face unless 
barmony issecured. A thorough reorganization 
in this City would praccically settle all differences 
ksmong the Republicans of the State, but to make 
it thorough it must be taken completely out of the 
hauds of the machine men.”’ 

“It is just the right time for Republicans to come 
together, now,” said Fire Commissiener Cornelius 

Van Cott, who is President of the Seventh Assein- 
dly District Association, *‘ and I can see no reasen 
why we should not be able to unite on common 
ground and nominate a ticket next Fall that will 
be satisfactory to all Republicans. ‘Iheonly diffi- 
culty in the way is to induce the faetions to cease 
their fighting, and I know of but one way to do 
this. The leaders of both factions must get to- 
gether and talk the matter over frankly, and if 
this is done Isee no reason why a satisfactory 
union cannot be effected. So faras I am personal- 
ly concerned I take no stock in any faction. 1 be- 
lieve in the Republican Party, and whea it nomi- 
nates 4 ticket I support it and vote for it, and if all 
Republicans would do this we.should not find our- 
selves as we are now, disorganized and split up 
into factions on the yery eve, almost, of 
a Presidential election. The papers have 
had a good many complaints lately about our 
organizations in this City. Now can 
only speak for my own organization, the Seventh. 
We have had no trouble there, and ne Republican, 
so far as I know, who wanted to join the associa- 
tion has ever been kept out. Everybody with whom 
I have talked on the subject of healing the differ- 
pnees in the party is heartily in favor of an effort 
to secure union and harmony, and I believe that 
we shall succeed and nominate some man for Presi- 
dent next year who can command the support of 
the entire party and who wil! be elected. I[ believe, 
too, that we can elect the next Legislature if we 
are prudent and have taken to heart the lessons of 
the last disastrous campaign. The present Demo- 
vratie Legislature is doing its best to help us on to 
vietory, and all that we need is a conference of the 
‘eaders, in which some plan can be evolved to com- 
bine the party as a unit. Both sides, of course, 
foust give and take if the movement is to succeed, 
but both sides can well afford to yield something 
for the good of the whole party.” 

William Dowd, President of the Bank of North 
Ameriea, whe asked his opinion of the prospect 
tor harmonizing the two factions of the party said: 
“Tam not actively enough engaged in politics to 
say whatthe prospect is, but my judgment asa 
citizen and a Republican is that if a reunion of the 
straggling elements is not effected we shall find 
ourselves badly beaten not only next Fall,butin the 
important Presidential! contest in 1884. We cannot 
begin too soon to effect a reorganization which 
will place usena fair footing to encounter the 
Democracy, and think this is a very 
good time. The course pursued by President 
Arthur has had a tendency to encour- 
age reunion. He has not proved an unmitigated 
Stalwart by any means, and some of the men who 
feared him most at the beginning of his Adminis- 
tration are now his warm friends. The course 

ursued by the Democrats in the Legislature is in- 

tring their ewn party and helping us. They ap- 
bear to be determined to take all that there is in 
the way of patronage, and to resort to all soris of 
means, whether justifiable or not, to secure al! the 
spoils which they can. It would almost seem as if 
tney had a premon‘tion that their lease of power 
would be a short one, and had resolved to make 
the most of it while it lasted. All these things 
are favorable to Republican success.if this party can 
only once more be ranged under the same banner. 

{ believe we have a good chance for victory in the 

slection of 1884 if we only prepare for the eam- 

paignintime. I think there are more Republican 
than Democratic voters when they are properly 
orought out, but if our strength is to be consoll- 
dated again and made available asa unit, the men 
who have been prominent in the past as half- 
breeds and Stalwarts have gotto take back seats, 
whether it is A. B. Corneil or John J. O’Brien. The 
party must be thoroughly reorganized «]| over the 

State, with leaders in whom the Republican masses 

have confidence, er we may as well quietly make 

up our/minds to defeat at the outset.” 

“My opinion,” said Henry E. Howland, “ is that 
either wing of the Republican Party is preferable 
to the Democracy in power in the State or Nation. 
There isa good element in the Democratic Party, 
but it is overborne by the demagogues who get 
control of it, and, although there is a great deal in 

Republicanism as now organized which J don't ad- 
mire, still the record of the party is far better than 
that of the Democracy, and for that reason [ 
cling to it. It is certain that we must secure 
union in our ranks or give up our control of the 
Nation as well as the State. Such a union can 
only be brought about by individuals sinking their 
claims for office in an honest desire to protect the 
Principles of the party. The party must be re- 
united or it is lost, and if it is necessary for the 
good of the organization that certain men should 
renounce their claims to official recognition and 
step into the shadow, they mustdo so. If they 
are going to hold on in defianee of the better 
sentiment ef the party, the result will be dis- 
astrous, and we shail get no union. A new ele- 
ment must be brought into the organization which 
can restore the confidence of the community. If 
We must have figure-heads, they mast be such as 
the people will believe in. or the Democrats. in 


of their blunders, will maintain their power 
in the State, and extend it to the control of the 
national Government.” 

“Of course, we must rennite the party,” said 
Mr. Frederick L. Taleott, “‘and the proper basis 
for a reo ization must be the tariff question. 
That is to be the turning peint in the next election. 
The last Congress, in its attempt to settle it, only 
succeeded in muddling 1t, and it will be the one 
great issue before the people in the Presidential 
compen of 1884. What is needed isa judicious 

. which shall always have in mind the protec- 
tion of American labor against the competition of 
foreigners, but which shall be reduced from time 
to time as our manufacturers become better able 
to compete with Europe by the improvement of 
labor-saving machines, until finally it will amount 
to almost nothing. This isa question upen which 
all Republicans can unite and sink ali fermer dif- 
ferences, and it is the issue upon which the country 
is going to be carried.” 

Justice Selon B. Smith said that he thought a 
harmenious adjustment of differences between the 
factions of the Republiean Party was possible. but 
not under the auspices of the present State Com- 
mittee, That organization did not possess the eon- 
fidence of the people, aud whatever reorganization 
of the party took place must be outside of and 
above the State Committee. The unpopularity of 
the State Committee was demonstrated during the 
last campaign, when a great many men who had 
previously given liberally to aid the Republican 
cause refused to contributea dollar. A majority 
of the local Republican leaders thought the City 
organization was good enough, but Justice Smith 
believed that there was large room for impreve- 
ment. ‘I think the Republican prospects for the 
next Presidential campaign are good,”’ said Mr. 
Smith, " and I even expect that next Fall wil! find 
the people composing the Republican varty work- 
ing together. The Republicans are not divided on 
any of the great issues, and self-preservation will 
have a good deal to do with bringiog them to- 
gether. When I speak of the probable harmony in 
the party, Ihave reference to the active Republi- 
can workers and the large number of people who 
have been conscientiously opposed to machine 
methods. I do not deem the few cisgruntied poli- 
ticians worthy of consideration.” 

Mr. Jebn J. O’Brien, Chairman of the Republican 
Central Committee, said that he was anxious to see 
all classes of Republicans working in entire har- 
mony for the bestinterests of the party. He be- 
lieved that the prevailing sentiment among the 
leading members of the Republican City organiza- 
tions was in favor of harwony. ‘*The men who 
are credited with being the local leaders of the 
angngi il said he, “‘are of the opinion that it would 
e a good thing to make such changes in the form 
and methods of the organization as would disarm 
all criticism. They have thought, however, that 
definite suggestions ought to be made by thore 
who have criticised the partv management so 
sharply as to what changes were desired. I think 
that I am safe in saying that all the men 
who are now prominently identified with 
Republican party managemert in this City are 
willing to do anything that they can to bring about 
harmony and uniformity of action. I have talked 
with a large number of representative Republi- 
cans on this subject, and find that the desire to 
bury all past faetional differences in general. Most 
of those with whom I talked were of the opinion 
that whatever local reorganization took place, it 
should be internal and not the result of any inter- 
ference by the State Committee. The general sen- 
timent seems to be in favor of settling all 
differences and _ effecting all mecessary re- 
forms as early as ossible in order 
that nothing may stan in the way of 
the real work of the = Fall campaign. 
It is proposed to take up this matter at the next 
meeting of the Executive Committee of the Repub- 
lican Central Committee. I understand that the 
dissatisfied Republicans will be formally invited to 

present to the committee any suggestions they 
may deem prowee regarding thé formation and 
operations of the local organizations, and the co:n- 
mittee will undoubtedly act in good faith upon 
such suggestions.”” Mr. O'Brien thought that the 
desire for harmony prevailed among the indepen- 
dent Republicdns as well as among the ‘* machine” 
men. He had conversed with many of the lead- 
ing men of both factions and was convinced 
that the time was ripe for a satisfactory ad- 
he eer a of all differences. There was some talk, 

e said, of getting up an informal conference of 
representative Republicans from all parts of the 
Sta'e, for the purpose of discussing the best 
methods of uniting and strengthening the party. 
Tanis conference, if held at all, wili be held in tbis 
City some time in May. It was important that the 
party should be brought together in good working 
order this Fall. so that it might enter with greater 
confidence upon the campaign of 1884. Mr. O’Brien 
remarked: “I have no doubt but that the Republi- 
can Party will become a practical unit, and I think 
ee afair prospect’of securing the State this

Mr. Bernard Biglin said that to the best of his 
knowledge the genera! feeling among the active 
Republican workers was in favor of harmony. 
Those who had the beet interests of the party at 
heart were anxious to see all animosities and dif- 
ferences wiped out. The organization was 
strong enough when united, and. there 
Was no reason why it should not be united. 
Mr. Biglin said that the leaders of the local orzani- 
zations would do everything in their power to 
bring about harmony. He had heard it charged 
that some Republicans could not get into the regu- 
lar district organizations in this City, and he 
thought there was no good ground for such a 
charge. **I would like to know the names of Re- 
publicans who have tried to become members of 
the distriet associations and failed,” hesaid. “I 
will propose any Republican in my district. and 
recommend him for membership if he will let me 
know that he desires to join the association.” 

Mr. Frank Raymond, of the Twenty-third Dis- 
trict, believed that all of the leading workers in 
the regular Republican City organizations were de- 
sirous of securing a harmonious union of the va- 
rious factions. He said: “Some hard things have 
been said about the Twenty-taird District and the 
manner in whieh Republicans have been kept out 
of the association there. An examination of the 
records will show that during the last three years 
not mors than five men have been prevented from 
joining the association, and those men were pre- 
vented for good cause.” 

Prof. Theodore W. Dwight said that he would be 
delighted to see harmony brougtt about in the Re- 
publican Party. but he had net been able to give 
the subject sufficient thought to suegest what 
methods ought to be used in furthering that end. 
“The fact is,’’ said the Professor, ‘‘it is a little 
early for me to begin to think of politics. I have 
a great many engagements to take my time at this 
season of the year, and J am content to let politics 
alone. However, I would .be very g.ad to see the 


Republican Party united, and would like to facili- | 


-_ it I could, any proper steps toward such a re- 
sult.’ 

Mr. Isaac H. Bailey was dispased te be disgusted 
with the Republican Party for what he termed 
“its crazy conduct” last Fall. Republicans who 
could bring themselves to yote against as good a 
candidate as Judge Folger must surely have lost 
their heads. A certain class of men had hand- 
somely smashed the party, and Mr. Bailey thought 
that the first step toward harmony in the party 
was penitence. ‘’ There is no use of talking about 
harmony,” be said, **so long as the people who de- 
feated the party last Fall continue to boast of their 
conduct at that time.”’ 

Mr. John W. Jaeobus was cecidedly in faver of 
smoothing over the existing difference in the Re- 

ublican Party. He hadtalked with several! lead- 

ng members of thelocsl organizations, and be- 
lieved that the desire for harmony was general. In 
his own district—the Ninth—things wore an en- 
couraging look.

SCRVIVORS OF THE JEANNETTE. 


ARRIVAL OF ENSIGN HUNT AND FOUR, OF 
THE SEAMEN. 

The survivors of the ill-fated Jeannette ex- 
pedition arrived yesterday morning at 9:30 o’clock 
on the steamer Wesphalia, of the Hamburg Line. 
The party consisted of Ensign Henry J. Hunt and 
Seamen Herbert Wood Leach, James H. Bartlett, 
Frank Manson, and Jobn Lan‘erback. They were 
met at the Hoboken pier by Lieut. Jacques, aide-de- 
camp to Commodore Upshar, ard Chief Engineer 
Melville in the Government tug Triana. and after 
a brief greeting they steamed away to the Brook- 


lyn Navy-yard. The survivors have endured their 
hardships remarkably well an’ save a little darker 
bronze on their dark features it would never be 
imagined that they had been exposed to more 
triais than attend an ordinary seafaring life. They 
were neatly and warmly dressed in eivilian’s 
clothes, which were evidently made more for com- 
fort than for fashion. They were apparently in 
prime physical condition and presented a marked 
contrast in that respect to the party containing 
Lieut. Danenhower and Chief Engineer Melville, 
which arrived in New-York carly last June. 

Ensign Hunt said that the men were enjeying ex- 
cellent health, and, excepting the death of the In- 
dian, Auneguin, who had come with them from 
Alaska, at Kirinsk, which occurrence delayed them 
six weeks, the return trip had been as safely and 
expeditiously made as could reasonably be ex- 
pected. The journey from the Delta of the Lena 
Kiver, in north-eastern Siberia, is over 4,000 miles 
to the railroad at Orenburg, in Central Russia, and 
had to be made entirely in sledges. This was 
toe most tedious part of the return trip. 
“Lieuts. Schultze and Harber,” said the Ensign, 
‘*‘are probably in the centre of the Province of 
Yakootsk, in the town of that name, to-day. They 
left_the delta several weeks ago, with the bodies 
of Capt. De Long and his dead companions, and 
ought to have reached that point by this time. 
The journey from thereto Orenburg requires 50 
days. But from the moment the railroad is 
reached they make rapid progress, and if thev meet 
with no detentions, I think yeu may expect them 
in about 10 weeks, if they do as well as we did. 
Our party was treated with the greatest kindness 
along the route, and we made mueh greater speed 
than usual. The party stood the second trip into 
the arctic regions much better than the first. We 
had no scurvy, and our eyes were not affected as 
they were at first, and the men enjoyed excellent 
health.” 

Upon arriving at the Navy-yard it was found that 
the Commodore had not been informed of the ar- 
rival of the Westphalia in time to make all the for- 
mai preparations for the reception of the survivors 
that he intended to have made. It had been ar- 
ranged that Lieut. Berry, the commander of 
the Rodgers, Lieut. Danenhower, and Mr. 
Gilder should accompany the reception party 
to Hoboken, but the tug started so hurriedly that 
it was impossible for them to go with it. They 
joined the reception party, however, at the 
pier, where the meeting was very affecting. Soon 
after reaching the yard the whole party, which had 
been increased by the unexpected arrival of two 
brothers of Mr. Bartlett, was invited into the 
Commodore's residence to luncheon. At the table 
a few short speeches of welcome were made. 
Lieut. Danenhower still bears evidenee of the 
hardships he endured in the derk glasses he con- 
stantly wears. The survivors of both parties 
spent a short time, after the luncheon, in travel- 
ing over their journey again, and reciting bard- 
ships which will never be forgotten. They will 
pay their respects to the widow of Capt. De Long 
to-day. and to-morrow they report at Washington, 
excepting Mr. Bartlett, who has special leave of 
absenee to visit his home until Tuesday next. 
Yesterday afternoon the party, under the charge 
of Lieut. Jacques, visited the school ship St. 
a and other places of particular interest to 
them. 

Late in the afternoon Ensign Hunt and Seamen 
Lauterback and Bartlett separated from the re- 
mainder of the party to spend the evening with 
friends in the City. In the evening there was a 
reunion of the remainder of the Jeannette survi- 
vors at the Continental Hotel, where the party 
has rooms. Lieut, Damenhower, Mr. Gilder, Sea- 
men Manson, Leach, Wilson, and Ninaderman, to- 
gether with some friends, after ‘“‘splicing the 
main brace” in the contiguous bar, visited Haver- 
ly’s Fourteenth-Street Theatre and witnessed the 
performance of Bartley Campbell’s play, ‘* Sibe- 
ria,”’ which was greatly enjoyed.

MAYOR VETOES THE RESOLUTION 

GRANTING THE FRANCHISE. 

Soon after the Aldermen had been called to 
order at their regular meeting yesterday a Mes- 
sage was received from Mayor Edson returning 
without his approval the resolution passed March 
18 permitting the New-York Electric Lines Com- 
pany to lay wires or other conductors of electricity 
in and through the streets of the City. In the veto 
the Mayor says: 


** The right to use the public streets for purposes 
which involve the tearing up of pavements, ex- 
cavations in the streets, and the subsequent ob- 
struction of crowded thoroughfares, with all the 
damage, annoyance, and danger to life, limb. and 
health which such obstructions and excavations 
occasion, should be granted only when great public 
benefits are to be realized; in the case of the over- 
crowded *down-town’ streets of the City such 
rights should not be granted unless these public 
benefits are positively assured, and the work un- 
dertaken either by individuals or companies of un- 
doubted responsibility and legality, or else by the 
City. The petition of Sidney F. Shelbourne, Presi- 
dent, in behalf of the New-York Electric Lines 
Company, recites that ‘the said company was 
incorporated and organized under the laws 
of this State for the purpose of § con- 
structing, laying, and maintaining lines 
trains of wires in the cities of New-York 
and Brooklyn.’ It appears from such investigation 
as I have been able to make that this company at 
present exists only on paper. and that its further 
development depends upon its obtaining the right 
to lay and maintain lines or trains of wires under 
the streets of New-York and Brooklyn, whieh wires 
it proposes to lease to such corporations or indi- 
viduals as may have occasion toe use them for elec- 
trieal purposes, and that from these sources alone 
the revenue of the company is to be derived. It 
does not appear that the Electric Lines Company 
can in any sense be eallecd a telegraph company, 
for it does not, as I understand it, propose 
to carry on to any extent the busi- 
ness of. telegraphing, and I am _ advised 
that it is at least doubtful whether, under existing 
general laws of the State, such a company may be 
formed or not. If, however, such a company can 
be formed under existing laws, the fact remains 
that the right to lay wires under the etreets of this 
City bas already been granted to three other com- 
panies, whieh have the wires and are already using 
them for electrical purposes, and the further fact 
that there is no sufficient evidence that the meth- 
ods and devices proposed to be employed by the 
Electric Lines Company will answer the purposes 
fer which they are intended. To grant the rignt 
asked for in the petition of Mr. Sidney F. Shel- 
bourne wouid, in my opinion, be again to surrender 
the streets of the City for experimental purposes 
to a company of unknown responsibility, which 
would inyolve the tearing up of pavements in any 
| and allthe streets and excavations therein to an 
| unknown extent. In my opinion the privilege 
| should not be granted.” 


Aecompanying the veto was an opinion from 
Corporation Counsel Andrews to the effect that 
there might be some question whether such a com- 
pany as the Electric Lines Company could be legal- 
ly incorporated under existing laws. Under the 
rules the Mayor's veto was laid over for future ac- 
tion.

HOW TO SELECT BEEF. 


>—_—— 
MISS PARLOA’S ADVICE TO THOSE BUYING 
MEAT. 

About 100 ladies, with a sprinkling of gen- 
tlemen, listened to Miss Maria Parloa’s lecture on 
“Marketing,” in the lecture-room of the College 
of Pharmacy, yesterday afternoen. Marketing had 
reference only to the buying of meat, and was 
illustrated by a side of beef and a young butcher, 
who looked like a theological student, who dis- 
seeted the same. ‘* Meat is net scientifically cut up 
auywhere,” said Miss Parloa, “and that is par- 
ticularly true of New-York. About ene-sixth of 
a dressed animal is called desirable. That 


is, Of course, the best kind of meat for 
broiling and roasting. But there are modes of 
preparation by which every part of an animal ean 
be prolitably used. Muscular meat, while tougher, 
is more nutritious, because it contains more juices. 
Butit must be cooked so as nottobetough. If 
meat is properly separated you ean afford to pay 
for what you want and the butcher to sellit. By 
the exercise of a little common sense you can 
readily determine what part of the muscles are 
used the most, and consequently where the tough 
or tender meat can be found. The legsand the 
neck, for instance, are used a great deal, and the 
meat grown there is tough. That onthe baek is 
tender, because the muscles there are little used.” 
The butcher proceeded to separate the hind 
quarter from the fore, making the cut just back of 
the ribs. Tbe hind quarter was first discussed. 
Next to the cut separating the two quarters eomes 
the portion from whieh porter-!:ouse steak is cut. 
On the inside and next to the bone is the tender- 
loin. It is very tender, but not juicy, and has lit- 
tle flavor. Next tothe backbone and surrounded 
by fat are the kidneys. ‘They and the heart,” 
said the lecturer, ‘‘are very nice if properly pre- 
pared. ‘They should be cooked very little or a 
great deal.’’ Quarters of meat are always hung so 
that the juices flow away from the rump or shoul- 
der, settling in the porter-house or short ribs. 
consequeutly those parts contain more juices and 
are choicer, although there is more bone in them. 
Next to the porter-house is the surloin, whieh is the 
hip. “* There is no steak in the animal like the 
round-boned suriloin,” said Miss Parloa. ** Ramp 
cuts contaiu three grades of meat and ought to be 
separated parallel with the backbone. The best 
roast in the animal is on the baek of the rump. The 
top surloin is the touchest part of the steak, but as 
it contains no bone it is econemical. It is hard to 
deal with beef forasmall family, forin order to 
get what you want you are obliged to get 
more than you want. Round steak should 
never be cut less than one inch thick. The lower 
side of round steak is very nice for a stew or for 
any slow method of cooking. Steaks from the top 
ef the round must be cooked quickly, so as to 
harden the albumen on the outside. They should 
be rare.”’ Turning te the fore quarter, whieb after 
the manner of New-York cutting contained all 
the ribs, Miss Parloa said that the only way to 
balance the supply and demand in beef waa for 
housekeepers to be willing te use all portions of 
the animal. Then they could get any part they 
wanted. The first cut of rib roast was particular- 
ly ecouomieal for small families. It was thick 
enough. and would not spoil in cook- 
ing. The cost and value of rib roasts 
depends on the length of the ribs, long ribs being 
worth less because less is left to be worked up iato 
eorned-beef. Fat corned-beef is better than lean 
because the fat prevents the juices from escaping 
iuto the brine. Fillet of beef is tenderloin. In veal 
it is a whole slice cut from the leg. Veal eutlets 
are ribs, although they are also cut from the leg. 
Mutton or pork chops are equivalent to porter- 
house steak in beef. Meat ought to hang three 
weeks. “If I could have my steak cut from prime, 
well-seasoned beef, I would always have round,” 
said Miss Parloa in closing. ‘For ordinary mor- 
tals, I suppose porter-house is best. Leng-boned 
surioin is the best surloin. All the meat grown near 
the back;is sure to be nice.”

GEORGE H. CONKLING RELEASED. 
—_—_ > —_ 
DISCHARGED BY JUSTICE SMITH ON THE 
GROUND OF SELF-DEFENSE. 

George H. Conkling, Jr., who shot and killed 
William H. Haverstick on March 19, appeared be- 
fore Police Justice Smith for formal examination in 
the Court of Special Sessions yesterday afternoon. 
The court-room was crowded with spectators, and 
many criminal lawyers occupied seats in the space 
assigned to counsel]. Conkling escorted his sister, Mrs. 
Ubler, into the court-room. Mrs. Uhbler, whose 
face was concealed by a brown veil, wept bitterly 


during the proceedings, and when her presence 
was no longer deemed necessary she was taken to 
the office of her counsel, in the neighborhood of 
the court. Conkling’s counsel opened the pro- 
ceedings by stating that he did not desire to avail 
He held 
that there was an entire absenee of crime in 
the act committed by his elient, and that 
“if ever homicide was justifiable it was so when 
George Conkling, to save his own life, took the life 
of Haverstick.” He was willing to submit the case 
to the court upon the depositions taken by the Cor- 
oner. Assistant District Attorney Brady said he 
thought it was necessary that some of the wit- 
nesses In the case should swear to their deposi- 
tions, and he read a list of them, omitting the 
name of Mrs. Uhler. Counsel for the prisoner 
insisted that Mrs. Uhler, “the only eye-witness 
of the occurrence," should be included in the list. 
Mr. Brady said he was “ notin the habit of being 
*bull-dozed’ in his private life, and he should cer- 
tainly not submit to it as a public prosecutor.” 


| The prisoner’s counsel said he had no intention of 


**buil-dozing” anybody, and intimated that the 
action of the District Attorney was stimulated by 


and Haverstick. 


The witnesses, together with Mrs.
